16, 1974, at which time Mr. Macchi was voted in 
as Chairman of the Board. 

The varied background of the Board members 
has fortified its strength. Normal L. Pidgeon 
adds greatly with his knowledge of parliamen- 
tary law and procedure, while Clement A. 
Boragine contributes the necessary stability to 
the Board, being the member having served 
longest. 

Notwithstanding the unexpected change in 
the complexion of the Board and that for a 
period there were only four (4) members of the 
Board, it continued to work diligently on behalf 
of the Town and its citizens, meeting every 
Tuesday evening, with few exceptions, as well 
as On countless other occasions. 


The 1974-75 year could be characterized as 
one of change and rebuilding. 


Harold E. Willis retired as Superintendent of 
Public Works on February 28, 1974, and James 
D. Walsh was appointed as his replacement on 
June 11, 1974. The number of people who paid 
tribute to Mr. Willis at his retirement banquet 
attests to the esteem he held in the eyes and 
hearts of the Walpole citizens. 

Robert S. Bockwinski resigned as Town 
Administrator on June 7, 1974, to accept the 
position as Director of Business Affairs, 
Hennepin County (Minnesota) Park Reserve 
District. The Assistant Town Administrator, 
Edward T. O’Neill, was appointed to act as 
interim Town Administrator on June 7, 1974. 
The Board recognized the great responsibilities 
imposed upon the Town Administrator under 
the Charter and as a result thereof retained an 
outside consulting firm to formulate, add and 


screen applicants for the position. In a con- 
certed effort the Board also reviewed all 
applications and thereafter met with the con- 
sultant. A number of qualified applicants were 
presented and/or considered by the Selectmen 
including the application of Edward T. O’Neill. 
The top applicants were personally interviewed 
by the Board and the consultant and by 
unanimous agreement Edward T. O’Neill was 
appointed Town Administrator on November 3, 
1974. Since that date Mr. O’Neill has done a 
commendable job and went to great lengths to 
create and prepare new budget forms to clarify 
and expedite the budgetary review procedure. 

Herve A. Guay resigned as Town Accountant 
on August 30, 1974, and Mrs. Mary Shea served 
as Interim Town Accountant from September 3, 
1974 to December 8, 1974. Our present Town 
Accountant, Kenneth S. Crowell, was ap- 
pointed on December 9, 1974. Mr. Crowell’s 
past experience as Administrative Assistant to 
the Board of Selectmen and as_ Town 
Accountant for Sherborn enhanced his abilities 
and qualifications to commence the implemen- 
tation of the new financial system for the Town 
utilizing a computer. 

Another sensitive position became vacant 
within the year, viz: Police Chief C. William 
Haggblom retired on or about August 1, 1974. 
Chief Haggblom still, however, is President of 
the Massachusetts Police Chiefs Association. 
Armando J. Betro is presently serving as Chief 
of Police for a one (1) year term. Many inroads 
in law enforcement have been made by Chief 
Betro, all for the Town’s benefit. 

During the year the Board availed itself of the 
opportunity to appoint four (4) permanent 
patrolmen exercising their right to local 
preference. Our four (4) new policemen 
commenced duty as of January 2, 1975. Hope- 
fully this addition will add to the department’s 
effectiveness in combating crime and van- 
dalism. 

As an adjunct to increasing the size of the 
police department, the Selectmen have spent 
considerable time working with Chief Betro in 
an attempt to provide increased police pro- 


standing, Edward Averi and Norman L. Pidgeon. 


tection and crime prevention. The Board also 
acted as a liaison with residents of the Town by 
relating their particular problems to the police 
department thereby establishing a co-operative 
effort among the police department, the Town 
residents and the Selectmen. 


A FIRST: At long last Walpole has its first 
permanent call fire department. The Board met 
on enumerable occasions screening and inter- 
viewing applicants resultant in the appointment 
of seven (7) firefighters and four (4) lieutenants. 
Chief Gardner, the four (4) lieutenants and the 
Board thereafter formulated a written set of 
rules and regulations for the new permanent 
fire department. 

Throughout the year the Board of Selectmen 
have involved themselves in many facets of 
government, including but not limited in scope 
to the following, to wit: 


1. The S. W. Area Selectmens’ Association 
was reactivated under the auspices of the Board 
with an intent to solve common problems with 
other communities. 

2. A CATV Committee was created and 
established. The Committee made an ex- 
haustive and comprehensive study resultant in 
a recommendation that CATV may not be 
practicable for Walpole at this time. 

3. The Board worked and is continuing to 
work with the Street Name Study Committee in

order to clarify certain problem areas involving 
similarly named streets. As the Board acts as 
Street Commissioners, a position was taken 
that it would be in the best interest and welfare 
of the public safety to resolve the ambiguities 
in street names. 

4. On several occasions the Selectmen met 
with the Solid Waste Study Committee for the 
purpose of taking some definite action and to 
consider all alternatives available. 

5. A position was taken to establish liaison 
with all other committees and boards, elected 
Or appointed, in an attempt to create controlled 
liaison for the purpose of using the Board of 
Selectmen as a melting pot for all areas of 
common concern. 

6. An ongoing and continuing liaison has 
been established with the Dept of Natural 
Resources relative to the implementation of the 
Inland Protection Act in Walpole. 

7. The Board has kept itself informed and 
reviewed most legislation which affects the 
Town in any way in order to protect the Town of 
Walpole from any further inroads as to Home 
Rule. In conjunction thereof, the Selectmen 
met over the year with the State Legislators. 

8. Selectman Norman L. Pidgeon utilizing 
his experience in the Legislature was 
successful in obtaining a free State Audit of the 
Town Financial Accounts, the same to take 
place in 1975. 


9. The Selectmen are keeping close contact 
on the new Management and_ Financial 
Reporting System maintaining an attitude of 
creating professionalism in its employees. It is 
anticipated that the program as completed by 
Haskins and Sells, will be fully implemented in 
1975. 

10. In an endeavor to standardize its license 
requirements, the Board has spent con- 
siderable time revising and updating the Town 
license requirements. 

Throughout the year the Board of Selectmen 
has maintained an attitude of fiscal re- 
sponsibility which includes, but is not limited 
to, a Stable tax rate. 

The present economic recession has affected 
everyone and recognizing aresponsibility to the 
taxpayer of Walpole, the Selectmen have been 
and continue to work towards a hold on real 
estate taxes. 

Building construction is at a low ebb and 
there are no immediate or foreseeable increases 
in the tax base, thereby leaving no other alter- 
native than to hold taxes firm. 


The Board of Selectmen have attempted to 
co-operate with all boards and committees 
within the Town for the common purpose of the 
betterment of the Town and the residents 
within. 

Consideration is also being given towards 
the establishment of reasonable and _ re- 
sponsible policies to effectuate better manage- 
ment of the Town of Walpole. 


Needless to say, the Selectmen wish to 
express their sincere gratitude to Nancy 
McGrath, as she has worked throughout the 
year with a spirit of dedication to the Board. 
She gave the Selectmen’s Office that 
extra-plus. 

In closing, the Board of Selectmen wishes to 
expressly recognize the aid, assistance and co- 
operative effort of all the Town Employees and 
citizens who gave their undivided time on 
behalf of Walpole over the past year. Their spirit 
and fortitude have without doubt made Walpole 
a better community and made Walpole the 
“Friendly Town”. 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


lam pleased to submit my first annual report 
as Town Administrator. 

On June 7, Robert S. Bocwinski resigned 
from the position of Town Administrator to 
accept a position with WHennipin County, 
Minnesota. Mr. Bocwinski had served as Town 
Administrator for twenty-five months and 
during that period implemented _ several 
programs and policies which have contributed 
greatly to improving the quality of government 
in Walpole. At the time of Mr. Bocwinski’s 
resignation, | was appointed Interim Town 
Administrator by the Board of Selectmen; and 
on November 5, | was appointed Town 
Administrator. 


During 1974, there was a significant turnover 
of personnel in key management positions. 
James D. Walsh was appointed in June to 
succeed Harold E. Willis as Superintendent of 
Public Works. Mr. Willis retired in February 
after forty-five years with the Town. Mr. Walsh 
has been an employee of the Department of 
Public Works for twenty-three years, and since 
1971 had served as Assistant Superintendent of 
Public Works. Kenneth S. Crowell was named 
Town Accountant on December 9. He replaced 
Herve’ Guay, who resigned on August 31. Mr. 
Crowell had previously been Administrative 
Assistant and Town Accountant for the Town of 
Sherborn. Gary Esposito was appointed to the 
position of Assistant Town Administrator on 
November 26. He had served as Administrative 
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Aide for five months prior to that date. The 
position of Town Sanitarian was established 
during the year, and Warren C. Bushway was 
appointed in July as Walpole’s first Town 
Sanitarian. All of these gentlemen will play key 
roles in moving Walpole forward, and | feel 
confident that they will meet the challenges 
that face us in the years ahead. 

| am pleased to report that we have taken 
positive action to meet the problems we face in 
the areas of water and sewer, finance, solid 
waste, vandalism, and energy conservation. 
What follows is a brief outline of the measures 
being taken to deal with these problem areas. 

The work authorized by the $2.5 Million 
Water Improvement Project is progressing on 
schedule and should be completed by the 
summer of 1975. Several thousand feet of water 
distribution mains were installed, and con- 
struction of the water treatment plant 
commenced in July. The treatment plant is 
scheduled to be in operation in July, 1975. 
Contracts for the construction of two well 
pumping stations were awarded and should be 
completed in the late summer of next year. 
Construction of two one-million gallon water 
standpipes has also begun and should be 
completed in the spring of 1975. These 
improvements are intended to upgrade both the 
quantity and quality of the water being 
supplied, and to alleviate problems which have 
existed for years in North and South Walpole. 


Approximately two miles of sanitary sewer 
mains were installed this year in the North, 
High and Coney Street areas. We are 
progessing slowly in providing sewers to the 
areas which desperately need sewer facilities. 
With regards to this, the Sewer & Water Com- 
mission conducted a Survey of all residents this 
fall to determine the need and desire for con- 
tinued installation of sewers. The data from the 
survey has been compiled and is awaiting 
analysis. The results of this Survey will aid the 
Commissioners greatly in evaluating our 
present sewer program and in assisting the 
scope and timing for further development of the 
system. 


Haskins and Sells, a public accounting firm, 
was retained by the Management Systems 
Committee to assist the Town in designing and 
implementing a new financial management and 
reporting system. The system has_ been 
designed and will be fully implemented in 1975. 
We feel this system will enable us to operate 
more efficiently and economically in the future. 
An improved budgeting process, consistent 
with the financial management and reporting 
system, has been implemented. This budgetary 
process is designed to provide the detailed data 
necessary for the Finance Committee in its 
deliberations and for better control of 
appropriations. Central purchasing and per- 
sonnel systems which are so necessary for 
sound financial control are also in the design 
process. 


The maintenance, operation and protection 
of our public buildings has required much 
attention this year, especially with regards to 
vandalism and energy conservation. Due to the 
increasing incidence of vandalism at all of our 
public buildings, the Selectmen authorized the 
hiring of a private security service to patrol 
Town-owned buildings and grounds. This 
action was taken soon after the costly fire at the 
East Junior High in January. As a result of the 
additional protection afforded by the security 
service and other measures we have taken, 
there has been a reduction in vandalism. 
However, the problem still exists and continues 
to be an item of grave concern as it causes the 
expenditure of a substantial sum of money. The 
Town was also greatly affected by the 
tremendous increase in the cost of heating fuel. 
In order to conserve as much fuel as possible 
we have made many improvements to our 
heating system and will continue to do so in 
1975 and 1976. As aresult of this, we were able 
to reduce our fuel consumption by 10% during 
1974 and will strive to make even greater 
reductions in the immediate future. Special 
recognition is due James F. Clerici, Foreman of 
the Building Repairs Department, for his 
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Edward T. O’Neil 


dedication to maintaining the Town’s buildings 
and efforts to reduce costs for both main- 
tenance and heating. 


Disposal of our solid waste continues to bea 
significant problem not only for the future but 
in the present. To reduce the amount of waste 
being deposited at the sanitary landfill, the 
Selectmen have authorized a separate monthly 
waste paper pickup to commence in 1975. This 
action should result in a prolonged life for the 
present landfill site. However, the permanent 
solution to this problem rests in the develop- 
ment of aregional solid waste disposal system. 
Norfolk County has recently completed a 
detailed report on a County-wide disposal 
system, and legislation has been filed with the 
State Legislature for funding to implement the 
recommendations of the report. The Norfolk 
County proposal is designed to meet the needs 
of Walpole and its neighbors through 1995. 


Another area which has_ received con- 
siderable attention is staff development. The 
professional staff of the Town must be familiar 
with the latest management practices and 
concepts if it is to deal effectively with the 
problems of the ’70s. Thus, we have instituted 
an in-house management training program 
(developed by the International City Manage- 
ment Association) and have sent key staff to 
various seminars so that they can keep abreast 
of and learn about new developments which 
can be utilized in improving our delivery of 
services to the Townspeople. 


By utilizing proper planning and good 
management practices, | feel that the govern- 
ment of Walpole can become most efficient in 
its delivery of services to the people and 
responsive to the needs of the Town. Many 
actions taken in 1974 were geared to improving 
our planning and management procedures. 
Much still remains to be done if we are to 
effectively deal with the problems of today and 
tomorrow. 


| thank the Board of Selectmen for the 
support and cooperation they afforded me 
during this past year. It has been my pleasure 
to work with the Selectmen and various boards, 
commissions and employees. A special thanks 
is due to Mary Shea, who capably performed 
the duties of Town Accountant on an interim 
basis from September to December. 


BOARD OF APPEAL 


The Board of Appeals acts under the 
authority given it by Chapter 40-A of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as well as the Zoning By-Laws 
of the Town of Walpole. 


The Board of Appeal has jurisdiction over 
appeals from rulings of administrative officials 
of the Town made under the Zoning By-Laws or 
under the Building Code. Certain uses of 
premises require a Special Permit from the 
Board of Appeal. In addition, the Board of 
Appeal has authority with respect to particular 
premises to authorize a variance from the terms 
of the applicable provision of the Zoning 
By-Laws in certain limited instances. These 
powers of the Board of Appeal are designed to 
provide a local tribunal familiar with local 
problems. 

_. The Board acts only after a public hearing. 

Notice of the hearing must be published in a 
newspaper and also sent by mail to the 
petitioners and to the owners of all property 
deemed by the Board to be affected by the 
proceeding, including the abutters of the land 


in question and the owners of land next 
adjoining the land of the abutters, and to the 
Planning Board. The Board’s hearings are 
always public; and any person, whether 
entitled to notice thereof or not, may appear in 
person or by agent or by attorney. When the 
Board has reached a decision on any matter, 
the decision is reduced to writing and filed with 
the Town Clerk, and notice of the decision is 
given to the persons believed entitled to notice 
of the hearing.

DEFENSE CIVIL 
PREPAREDNESS AGENCY 


During the past year, members of the 
Walpole Defense Civil Preparedness Agency 
participated in many of the centennial year 
events. 

During the 250th anniversary parade, our role 
was primarily one of support. The Auxiliary 
Police, Rescue Van and Nursing Corps were out 
in force. The Communication Department 
installed a temporary communication center in 
the police station. The department was 
augmented by radio amateurs using 2-meter 
FM equipment and Citizen-Band radio 
operators. Through the efforts of many con- 
cerned citizens and neighboring CDA, 
communication equipment was supplied to the 
parade marshal, auxiliary police units, and to 
the aid station, manned by the Paramedic 
Association. 

CDA First Aid and Rescue Units from 
Mansfield and Medfield supplemented the town 
units, while the ambulances from Norfolk,

Norwood, Westwood and Wrentham were on 
standby. 

Auxiliary and regular police units from 
Foxboro, Mansfield, Norwood, Norfolk, 
Wrentham, Westwood, Franklin, Plainville and 
Medfield, assisted the Walpole auxiliary and 
regular force during the day. 

Several members of the Paramedic Associa- 
tion attended the two-day Basic Rescue 
Training Course at Massachusetts Civil 
Defense Training Academy in Topsfield. 

In addition to participating in monthly sector 
meetings and drills, the department also took 
part in the two-day Director’s Seminar, and the 
three-day Region | Communication and 
Warning Seminar. 

Representatives from the Walpole Chapter of 
the American Red Cross, Paramedic Associa- 
tion and the Police Department assisted the 
Walpole CDA during the recent sector- 
simulated natural disaster hurricane, Operation 
Beauford 74.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The most significant occurence within the 
Fire Department during this year was the 
establishment of a part-permanent force. Town 
meeting in April approved a request for eleven 
full-time men to give Walpole its first 
permanent staffing. 

Having gone into effect on September 1st, 
the permanent force consists of four 
lieutenants and seven firefighters and gives the 
department minimum coverage of an officer 
and two men at all times in the Center Station. 
With this manning we are able to handle all of 
the fire department emergency calls, sounding 
of alarms and dispatching of the appropriate 
apparatus. 

Many of the minor or routine calls received by 
the department are now handled by the men on 
duty as a Still alarm and do not require the 
sounding of an audible alarm to summon the 
call firefighters. The callmen, however, remain 
ihe backbone of the department with their 
response to all box alarms and their manning of 
the additional apparatus assigned to the 
particular call. 

Fire service experts have always maintained 
that the first three or four minutes of any fire 
are the most crucial if life hazard or severe 
property loss are to be prevented and we feel 
that we have made a tremendous improvement 
in Our operation with the permanent men. Now 
the first engine responding to an alarm is out of 
the station in less than one minute from the 
receipt of said alarm. 

The men appointed by the Board of Select- 
men to the permanent positions were all 
chosen from our Call Department and together 
they have a cumulative total of 74 years of call 
firefighting service. Chosen as lieutenants 
were: Gerard Comeau, Ernest Manocchio, Jr., 
Frederick Mattson, and Harvey Rudolph. Fire- 
fighters appointed were: David Conley, Edward 
Hartmann, Jr., Steele Lightbody, Merrill Jenks, 
John Macchi, David Silvi, and Frederick 
Weinkauf. These men work a 48 hour week and 
in addition to their availability for fire calls have 
made a great difference in the general day to 
day maintenance of the station and equipment. 

The Fire Department experienced a busy year 
with a total of 921 alarms (boxes and still) 
which is a 21% increase over 1973. False 
alarms continued to be an expensive nuisance 
with a total of 174 such calls (boxes and 
telephone). This is a 95% increase from 1973. 

Sadly, one house fire during 1974 did result 
in the loss of the life of a ten year old boy, 
Dennis Thomas of 94 Gould Street. The fire 
occurred at 1:35 a.m. on March 25th and the 
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first arriving firefighters found flame showing 
in various windows of the home. Assisted by a 
neighbor, who happened to be a Boston fire- 
fighter, the department rescued Mrs. Thomas 
through a window, but in spite of brave efforts 
the attempt to save Dennis was not successful. 


There were three fires set by vandals in 
Walpole School buildings during the year. The 
most serious of these was a fire on January 
22nd at the East Junior High. The school was 
broken into, vandalized and a fire was set which 
Caused damage in excess of $100,000. to the 
first floor locker area and various classrooms. 
Three local youths were apprehended and 
convicted of this crime. 

Fortunately the other two school fires, both 
intentionally set by vandals, caused only minor 
damage. On January 14th vandals set a fire in 
the main entrance lobby of the West Junior 
High. Old Stone School was the target of 
arsonists on July 28th when a Molotov cocktail 
was thrown through a window causing damage 
to the side of the school, the window, and 
some desks inside the classroom. 

Although it is impossible to determine the 
exact number of fires that are intentionally set, 
we are sure the figure is very high. This takes 
into consideration the many grass and woods 
fires set by youngsters and many other vehicle 
and building fires. An example of this is an 
August 12th fire which was set at the Darrell 
Van Buren Co. on Diamond Street. This fire was 
Started in a new addition under construction 
and was discovered within a very short time by 
one of our call firefighters passing the building. 
Thus a major fire was averted. 

We received Mutual Aid from surrounding 
communities on 22 occasions during the year. 
We, in turn, extended aid to neighboring 
departments 24 times. 

The correctional facilities continued to be a 
problem for our department. A series of fires 
set by inmates at the Norfolk lockup caused us 
to be called there seven times during a ten day 
period in October. These fires occurred in 
various prison buildings and were estimated to 
have done damage in excess of $100,000. Under 
an agreement made between the Walpole 
Selectmen, the Norfolk town fathers, and the 
Massachusetts Department of Correction, our 
department responds to assist the Norfolk fire- 
fighters at both the Norfolk and Walpole 
Prisons. 

Due to the implementation of the part- 
permanent staffing this year, the department 
has been able to start an in-service fire safety

inspection of commercial property in the town. 
This program has been of great value in 
correcting potential fire hazards and also in 
enabling our men to familiarize themselves with 
the properties so we can better handle a fire, 
should one occur. 


The department held a Fire Prevention Week 
open house at the Center Station on October 
12th, thus giving local citizens the opportunity 
to familiarize themselves with the new part- 
permanent department. Fire safety demon- 
strations were presented by Lieutenant Ernest 
Manocchio and Firefighter Edward Hartmann. 

The fire training program continued this year 
under the capable guidance of Assistant Chief 
Chester Donnell. Members of the department 
also participated in various training sessions 
sponsored by the Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy. One of the MFA training seminars 
was hosted by the WFD and consisted of a four 
day program in Vehicle Rescue Techniques. A 
group of firefighters from area departments 
attended this seminar and our department was 
pleased to be able to contribute to the success 
of this fine program. 

The cooperation between the call and 
permanent segments of our department has 
been admirable and we may all well be proud of 
our Walpole Fire Department.

FIRE ALARM MAINTENANCE 


One new master fire alarm box was added 
during 1974, Box 312 on the New Stone School 
was installed and connected to the internal fire 
alarm system. There are now 40 master boxes 
on buildings, connected to our alarm facilities, 
that allow automatic transmission of alarms in 
case of fire from internally connected fire alarm 
systems. 

We worked 3,404 manhours on system main- 
tenance, testing, normal repairs due to wear 
and tear, vandalism repairs, inspections and 
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records. A total of 265 hours were involved in 
emergency repair work and 40 manhours for 
new construction. 


The continuation of our preventive main- 
tenance programs have again resulted in a 
minimum of circuit and equipment inter- 
ruptions on our entire physical plant, this we 
hope to continue in order to provide the proper 
protection for persons and property. 


A total of 645 alarms were sounded to call 
department personnel during the year, this was 
a slight increased over 1973. Due to the start of 
a part-permanent department in September, the 
number of alarms over the fire alarm system 
were reduced during the remainder of the year, 
however, the number of still alarms increased 
considerably during this period and were 
covered by full time department personnel on 
duty. We expect this trend to be more 
pronounced during a full year of the part- 
permanent department. 

During the year we experienced a 300% 
increase in false telephone calls to which the 
department responded, in addition, false 
alarms from boxes increased approximately 
75%. Approximately 10% of all false alarms are 
from school buildings, in most instances 
during school hours. 


We have completed the re-timing of all fire 
alarm boxes to faster time, the increased speed 
will provide a more positive operation of the 
box and a shorter interval for the receipt of an 
alarm. The completion of the alarm circuit 
construction in 1973 allows for the testing of all 
fire alarm boxes back to our central station and 
the tests are registered on tape so that any 
irregular operation is visually recorded and 
necessary repairs and maintenance’ are 
completed immediately. In addition to the 
normal box test, a ground test is recorded when 
the box is tested under open circuit conditions, 
any additional grounds required are added and 
boxes are again tested to determine that 
grounding conditions have been satisfied for 
proper operation. 

During the year, the whistles on the East 
Walpole Fire Station were removed from the 
roof of the station by unknown persons. The 
costs associated with the replacement of these 
whistles, in addition to box vandalism repairs 
at various locations during the year, was in 
excess Of 10% of our yearly budget. These 
costs have continued to escalate each year and 
we do not anticipate a reduction in this item in 
the immediate future. 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


The year 1974 marked the first full year that 
the Board of Health functioned as an appointed 
Board. Mr. Ferial Morrissette, who had been a 
consultant for the town in public health matters 
retired in July. This brought about the appoint- 
ment of our first full time Sanitarian. A Board of 
Health clerk was also appointed in late July. 

The activities of the Board were many and 
varied, from overseeing the construction of on- 
site septic systems to sampling of restaurant 
equipment for bacteriological testing. 

Among some of the other activities were the 
very successful flu clinics held in late 
September and early October. Nearly 900 of our 
townspeople took advantage of this immuniza- 
tion. All senior citizens and chronically ill were 
given the vaccine free of charge, while a very 
nominal fee was charged to the general public. 

Immunization clinics for the 2 year olds and 
older were held in May and October as will be 
the case in the coming years. 

T.B. testing of all school personnel via 
Mantoux skin tests was conducted in 
conjunction with the School Health Services. It 
may be well to note that this service is free of 
charge to all citizens of the town. 

Our three swimming facilities were monitored 
during the busy summer months to insure that 
the bathing water was kept clean and free of the 
bacteria which cause ear and throat infections.

This year, 1974, for the most of the world and 
for a variety of reasons, will be recorded in 
history as a span of time between 1973 and 
1974 in which only the comatose and petroleum 
producing nations were not adversely affected. 
Unhappily, there are no antibiotics that can be 
prescribed for economic and bellicose patients, 
and Man’s inhumanity to Man remains the 
prime vector of human suffering and global 
ailments. 

That the sweet words of an Itinerant Preacher 
spoken over 2000 years ago: “Come follow 
Me.” could solve all the unsolvables has never 
quite penetrated the concrete brain of Homo 
Sapiens. As your Town Health Officer | do have 
one prescription which, like most medication, 
may be slightly unpleasant to the taste buds, 
but which is conducive to restoring the health 
of the patient - all of us. Let us accept the 
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disadvantaged. Let us show the world that we 
in Walpole are a warm and open heart, free from 
bigotry and racism. 

Remarkably, the Town of Walpole has been 
free of any major health problems in 1974. | 
have instigated and supervised health programs 
for the elderly - which may soon include me - 
conducted immunization clinics, supervised TB 
testing in the school system etc., participated 
in the town Breast Clinic and the Breast Cancer 
Detection Clinic in Norwood, and assisted the 
splendid Police department whenever they 
required my services. 

In case anyone should consider that | should 
receive sole or even any credit for this most 
active and dedicated program, let me hasten to 
expostulate that the professional soldiers in 
this fight against disease are my Non-Coms - 
the Visiting Nurses.

The Walpole Visiting Nurse Association 
provides therapeutic and public health nursing 
services. Today, the patient is assured of 
continuing care no matter at what point he 
enters the health care system. Through Con- 
tinuing Care Units established in all hospitals 
and many nursing homes, referrals are sent on 
discharge to the community based nursing 
services. This communication assists the home 
health agency to establish goals with a 
Supportive nursing care plan which aids in the 
patient’s complete recovery, or through re- 
habilitation programs, enables him to attain his 
full potential in daily living. Available in our 
community are the services of a home physical 
therapist, occupational therapist, home health 
aides and homemaker service, mental health 
counselling, medical equipment and in-crisis 
financial assistance from the Walpole 
Emergency Medical Aid Fund. We are also 
fortunate that both Red Cross and Christian 
Services, through their volunteer programs, 
provide transportation and limited emergency 
babysitting. 

Our agency continues to be aware that 
nursing is only One component in providing 
services. In our mobile society people are 
confronted with ever increasing — social 
pressures. The extended family is rarely 
available and frequently requests are received 
in our office for assistance to obtain special 
services for social, emotional and financial 
problems. It is with satisfaction that we note an 
increased awareness in the community of the 
services provided by the agency. Through the 
generosity of many citizens in our “friendly 
town”, we were able to provide assistance to 
many people during the year, such as - food, 
lodging, clothing, regular and special camp 
experience for children, etc. 

The agency has assumed the role of co- 
ordinator during the holiday season. We would 
publicly like to thank the following: Three 
Women’s groups from the Methodist Church, 
the Episcopal Church, the Catholic Women’s 
Club, St. Mary’s Woman’s Club, the Lions 
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Club, the Rotary Club, the V.F.W., Salvation 
Army, teachers and pupils from the Senior High 
School, Fisher, Old Post Road and Plimpton 
schools, Lend-A-Hand Club, Girl Scout Troop 
#859, a Brownie group and private citizens for 
providing happiness to 33 children, 12 adults 
and 13 senior citizens. 

In February, Frank M. Hill Company, a 
subsidiary of Ingersoll/ Rand Company, donated 
funds to the agency with which a 1974 Chevelle 
was purchased. We are most grateful for their 
gift which replaced our faithful service-fatigued 
1965 automobile. 


The Public Health Nursing program has 
expanded under the leadership of the Board of 
Health, Dr. Groden - health officer, and Mr. 
Bushway - sanitarian. The combined efforts of 
the Board of Health and our agency facilitates 
the effective functioning of clinics with agency 
directors providing much volunteer time in 
planning and staffing all community programs. 
Immunization clinics for children two years old 
and up are now held regularly in May and 
October. The Flu vaccine was made available to 
all citizens twenty-one years and older at a 
minimal charge. Monies were appropriated for 
Senior Citizens and those afflicted with a 
chronic disease to receive their vaccine free of 
charge. 

In March the first Blood Pressure clinic for 
the general public was held. It proved to be a 
needed service and two more clinics were 
provided. The annual Breast Clinic for Walpole 
women was conducted in May and we are much 
indebted to Dr. Masao Yatsuhashi and his staff 
for their continuing support. The Geriatric 
Clinic continues to be well attended. It is held at 
the Senior Citizens Room every Tuesday at 2:00 
p.m. 


Although Tuberculosis has declined and 
Walpole has been placed as a low risk area, we 
continue our surveillance program. Any citizen 
may take advantage of the no-fee Mantoux Test 
done in the nurses’ office. In cooperation with 
School Health Service, all new _ school 


personnel or those requiring re-certification are 
given the test as a requirement of the State 
Board of Education. Children are no longer 
done routinely except for transfers from other 
school systems. Anyone requiring an x-ray 
after a positive test may make an appointment 
at the nurses’ office for Norfolk County 
Hospital. 

This year the American Cancer Society has 
united Norwood, Walpole and Canton into the 
Neponset Valley Branch. Under their sponsor- 
ship an Oral Clinic and another Breast Clinic for 
the three towns were held in Norwood. 

This year we would like to note the closing of 
Wellington’s Pharmacy and thank Mr. Mentz for 
his service to the community. For the many 
years that he was proprietor, his pharmacy 
served as the depot for all the biologicals for 
the convenience of local physicians in their 
service to Walpole people - ordering, storing 
and dispensing with no charge to the town. We 
salute you, Mr. Mentz! These biologicals are 
now available in the Board of Health office in 
the Town Hall.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


In 1974, the Council on. Aging continued 
many of the previous years’ programs. In order 
to understand the problems concerned with 
aging, aregional district was set up. Alice Erker 
(a member of the Walpole Council) is chairman 
of Region 5. The group is made up of delegates 
from each of 38 towns. Furthermore, we are 
confident that our town will be made aware of 
state benefits as Eleanor Johnson, a Walpole 
resident and former selectwoman, has been 
elected Treasurer of the Board of Directors of 
Area Aging Ill. Effective January 1, 1974, anew 
program, Supplemental Security Income, 
administered by the Social Security Adminis- 
tration was initiated for the elderly, blind and 
disabled. The benefits are paid by the Federal 
Social Security Administration once a month, 
and take the place of previous old age 
assistance, disability assistance and aid to the 
blind. 

Continuing Medical services include weekly 
Visiting Nurses’ Clinic, Eye Screening Clinic, 
sponsored by the Walpole Lions’ Club, 
Influenza Immunization Clinic, anda Pulmonary 
Function Clinic. Our senior citizens are still 
eligible to use the facilities at the Medfield 
State Hospital for low cost laboratory tests. 
Breast Clinics were offered both at Pondville 
Hospital and in Norwood this year. We hope to 
increase Our medical services by having a 
hearing clinic in the spring, and also a diabetic 
detection clinic. Anew Ambulatory Care Center 
at Norwood Hospital is due to open in March of 
1975. 
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Our Senior Citizens have been enjoying the 
hot lunch program offered 5 days a week at 
Stone School held only during the school year. 
Once a month a representative from the Social 
Security Office in Norwood has been on hand 
for information and referral services. 

The use of:the Drop-In Center at Blackburn 
Hall continues to grow, and attendance at the 
monthly business meeting has also increased. 
Bowling twice weekly, whist parties monthly, 
cribbage tournaments, daily card and pool 
games continue to attract many participants. 
We would like to see more of our Senior Citizen 
Residents take advantage of these facilities. 
The White Elephant Sale in the spring and the 
annual Hobby Show and Exhibit in November 
were most successful, as were the St. Patrick’s 
Day Party and the October trip to Lake George. 


Special events sponsored by the Council and 
the Senior Citizen’s Club during this year 
included a “Get Together” in March to meet the 
new Council Members, shopping trips to 
various malls, a visit to Chatham in June, 
Gloucester and Rockport in early summer. 
North Shore Music Theatre in mid-summer, Mt. 
Tom in the fall, and the LaSallette Shrine in 
winter. Once again the Christmas _ party 
sponsored by Roche Bros. was a great success. 

Another new recreation program has begun. 
The Rodman Senior Citizen’s Funmobile is 
available to our residents every Wednesday 
from 9 to 5. 


Although our monthly newsletter ‘Good 
News” currently visits 470 homes, we propose 
to increase this in 1975. The Council has 
prepared a questionnaire and will send it to our 
2,000 (plus) senior citizens in Walpole. Our aim 
in this project is to find out how we can best 
serve the needs of our senior citizens and to 
keep All of our senior residents informed about 
local and state activities. We also hope to paint 
and clean up the Drop-In Center as it is showing 
its age. 


The Council would like to express their 
gratitude and thanks to various local groups 
who have kindly assisted our senior citizens. 


These include Roche Bros., Connelly Bus 
Service, Rodman Ford, Visiting Nurses’ Assn., 
Country Kitchen, Lions Club, Chamber of 
Commerce, V.F.W., and the Christian Service 
Commission and many, many other volunteers.

During 1974 more than a thousand people 
volunteered to assist in the several Red Cross 
Programs. The committees with their chairmen 
are listed above. 
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Hundreds of our neighbors have received life 
giving blood because during the year 1059 
people gave a pint of their blood. Support for 
the blood program comes from the industry, 
the churches, and the fraternal groups who 
recruit their members to become blood donors. 
The double blood mobile of November had 21 
groups participating, received 855 pledges, had 
632 people come, produced 536 pints, turned 
away 96 for medical reasons. Each day 52 
volunteers kept the bloodmobile functioning 
serving as nurses, registrars, Canteen workers 
and motor corps drivers. 


This outpouring of civic effort is repeated 
twice a year. As could be expected, our largest 
expenditure is in Support of the blood program. 

Over 1000 children participated in the swim 
program at the Walpole pools. The young 
people are taught and tested through 5 grades 
of swimming proficiency. In addition 52 
qualified in 4 grades of Life Saving and Water 
Safety. Two instructors were trained to teach 
swimming to the handicapped. 


Your chapter funds two applicants to Aquatic 
School each year. They in turn are top 
instructors in the Walpole Swim Program. 

Service to the Military has decreased but 
service to the West Roxubry V.A. Hospital has 
been expanded. 


The Motor Corps is made up of volunteer 
drivers who transport people to hospitals and 
doctor’s offices. The Red Cross Station Wagon 
is available for this purpose. About a third of 
the assignments are by private car. 


Under the new Supplemental Security 
Income law, the federal government asked Red 
Cross to find aged or disabled people who were 
eligible for benefits. A team of four was 
Organized and trained in the Social Security 
procedures. They found 21 deserving aged or 
disabled citizens. 


Members of your Walpole Chapter do 
practice the slogan, “Be a Good Neighbor.” 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS SERVICES 


The year 1974 shows a busy and rewarding 
year in the activities of the Department of 
Veterans’ Services. 

Assistance in filing for Burial Allowances, 
Widows’ and Children’s Pensions, Grave 
Markers, Non Service Connected Pensions, 
Service Connected Pensions, Annual Income 
Questionnaires, Educational Benefits, Home 
Loans, Bonus Applications, Hospital Care and 


Change of Address were provided.

250TH ANNIVERSARY COMMITTEE 


Walpole’s sesquibicentennial can be com- 
pared to a diamond with many facets as the 
myriad events and activities reflected the pride 
and planning that was devoted to the celebration 
of the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
town’s incorporation in December 1724. The 
initial steps taken by the Board of Selectmen to 
assure a suitable observance in honor of the 
town’s beginning included the appropriation of 
monies to finance the celebration and the 
appointment of an individual to provide leader- 
ship in planning the event. The sum of $25,000 
was funded through town meeting action over a 
period of three years; 1971, 1972 and 1973. On 
September 30, 1971, Edward J. Delaney was ap- 
pointed chairman of the committee to generate 
interest and plan a schedule of events. The 
individuals named to the General Committee by 
Mr. Delaney moved to incorporate the body as a 
separate entity from the town on January 24, 
1972 to conduct the business of the observance 
and proceeded to the election of civic leaders 
and active townspeople to serve as officers and 
chairmen of the standing committees. 

Blackinton Company of Attleboro Falls, 
Massachusetts was commissioned to strike a 
commemorative coin in sterling silver and also 
in bronze to be made available early in1974 as a 
souvenir of the anniversary. The coins were 
placed on sale at $10.00 (silver); $5.00 (bronze 
enclosed in lucite); and $2.50 (bronze) through 
the office of the Town Clerk and local banks 
and stores. The sterling coins were registered 
with stamped numbers on the rim of the coin 
and during the year the first twenty-five were 
auctioned to the highest bidders following the 
Homecoming program. 


The face of the coin bears the official seal of 
the town as adopted from a drawing by Edna 
Buck in 1913. The reverse side of the coin 
depicts the growth of the town from a sawmill 
settlement of the 18th century through its 
period of change to a farming community, a 
manufacturing community and hence as a 
residential community in the 20th century as 
interpreted by Anne Miloszewski, a Senior in 
the Walpole High School class of 1973. 


The 250th Anniversary History Committee 
depicted these periods of evolution, structured 
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around our town government, in a fascinating 
publication entitled “Ye Sawmill Settlement”, 
with material gathered from town meeting 
records. 


The goal of the committees during the year 
was to present a series of activities which 
would be of interest to all the townspeople and 
scheduled a calendar of events. The month of 
May heralded the occasion as private homes 
and business establishments burst forth with 
bunting and flags; and the excitement of 
choosing an anniversary queen competed with 
the anticipation of a gala parade. 

On May 4, 1974 in the senior high school 
auditorium eighteen young ladies vied for 
selection as the 250th reigning queen. Dawn 
Shaheen, a member of the senior class at 
Walpole High School, was chosen by a panel of 
judges. The Honorable Alan Paul Danovitch, 
our State Representative, performed the duties 
of Master of Ceremonies. Paula DiCiccio was 
chosen as runner-up and Gina Maria Marinucci 
was elected “Miss Congeniality” by the other 
contestants. 


A tragic highway accident in July claimed the 
life of Miss Shaheen. Miss DiCiccio fulfilled the 
assigned duties of the reigning queen during 
the remainder of the year. 


On Saturday, May 18th Mother Nature 
presented her gift of a glorious day as the 
bands, marching units, floats and dignitaries 
lined up for a magnificent parade through town 
beginning at the Senior High School and 
proceeding to the Agricultural School in North 
Walpole. Thousands of citizens, friends, 
relatives, former residents and neighboring 
townfolk lined the parade route delighting in 
the spectacle which wound its way through 
town over a four hour period of sheer delight. 
Each unit within the six divisions was reviewed 
from a stand at the Town Hall lined with 
dignitaries and judges. Awards were presented 
to the outstanding units. 

During May the state lottery was drawn at 
Blackburn Memorial Hall in keeping with the 
sesquibicentennial observance. 

Road races were sponsored by the Athletic 
Committee for runners of all ages, an event 


which saw the establishment of the Herb Lewis 
Trophy which was presented to the winner. An 
All-Star Athletic night was held at the Walpole 
High School Auditorium with all participants 
receiving an appropriate commemorative 
medal. 


Commemorative services were held in May at 
the United Church and Epiphany Episcopal 
Church. Costumed residents and churchgoers 
joined at the granite cross on the Common, 
marking the first meeting house (church) in 
Walpole, where a special service was 
conducted by the Reverand Paul Varga and the 
Reverand John Griswold. 


A spectacular affair took place early in June as 
an Ethnic Soiree held sway at the Walpole High 
School. As an international theme prevailed, 
booths featuring foods, displays and hand- 
crafts of various countries abounded. Group 
singing and folk dances native to the ethnic 
cultures in town along with ballroom dancing 
climaxed a dramatic evening. 


The Epiphany Episcopal Church adopted the 
250th Anniversary as the theme for its 26th 
Annual Village Fair in June. The weather man 
again cooperated for this highly successful 
function. Its superb parade, delightful midway, 
country store and auction along with 
scrumptious food bars provided pleasure for 
all. 


An old-fashioned band concert, soda pop and 
hot dogs were attractions at the “Annual Night 
Before the Fourth’ sponsored by the Fire 
Department. The spectacular fireworks display 
was one of the outstanding occurrences of the 
summer, followed by a Championship Grand 
Prix bicycle race on July 4th under the auspices 
of the Walpole Spokesmen featuring U.S. 
Olympic riders. 


Other activities commemorating the establish- 
ment of the town included an Ecology Day, 
Championship Drum and Bugle Corps 
competition, a ham and bean supper and 
homecoming celebration and a picnic in Bird 
Park with an Art Exhibit. 


The glorious finale came to pass in September 
with a Grand Ball. The ball was held at the King 
Philip Ballroom in Wrentham with three 
orchestras providing dance music to please all 
ages. A sixteen piece orchestra provided music 
for the pleasure of ballroom dancing, a rock 
group delighted the young crowd and a 
Dixieland band wafted delightful tunes for the 
enjoyment of those who preferred the nostalgia 
of the past. Champagne and fresh flowers were 
a treat for all. The evening was dignified by the 
presence of His Excellency, Francis William 
Sargent and state and local dignitaries.

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WALPOLE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Walpole Historical Commission having 
been established in 1969, has made steady 
progress. We regret the resignation of Mrs. 
Helen Valentine, for family reasons. We miss 
her guidance. She has agreed to continue to 
help as an exofficio member. 

Through Mrs. Valentine’s efforts and the 
Commission, the Deacon Willard Lewis House 
is now owned by the Town of Walpole, 
accepted at Town Meeting 1973, with a lease for 
100 years to the local Historical Society. This 
will be the new headquarters for the Historical 
Commission and home of the Walpole 
Historical Society. Many, many meetings with 
the Colgate-Palmolive-Kendall Co., Walpole 
Selectmen, Society and Commission members 
were fruitful and we thank the Kendall 
Company for their generosity and civic pride. 
Walpole citizens will enjoy this new Society 
headquarters when the- renovations are 
completed. 

Plans for preservation of the P.R. Allen 
House, 233 Baker Street, which pre-dates 1780, 
seems to be assured with the Walpole Golf 
Club agreeing to sell the property and move the 
house to another location nearby for purchase. 

The Goddard House, 814 Main Street, 1725, 
Downs & Gay Tavern, will probably change 
hands since the death of its owner, Mrs. 
Goddard. We hope this lovely structure will be 
preserved. AS an early tavern, it was 
instrumental in the growth of Walpole as a 
town, aS a way station between Boston and 
Providence. In a report of 1896, written by Mrs. 
Ella J. Boyden, it was noted that General 
George Washington stopped overnight -here. 
Certainly, this historic home must be 
preserved. 

“The heritage we leave to future generations 
depends to a great degree on what we plan and 
do today.” 

The Commission has plaqued 26 of the older 
homes. We will plaque any house 150 years old, 
or older, with proof of the date built and the 
original owner, if possible. 


The Commission has prepared a_ slide 
presentation for educational purposes, pri- 
marily for school children. The slide lecture has 
been presented numerous times to school 
children and other youth groups. Future plans 
call for other lectures on Walpole’s early 
industry and Walpole’s older homes. 


The Historical Commission members have 
agreed to take an active part in the Nation’s 
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Bicentennial, although it will function as a 
separate commission with other members 
appointed by the Selectmen. 

Finally, the Historical Commission will make 
recommendations to the Selectmen from time 
to time concerning the protection and 
preservation of any building, place, or landmark 
it feels necessary for action. This is the respon- 
sibility of the Historical Commission, and the 
reason the state suggests a town have such a 
body. 

Information and pictures related to Walpole’s 
history and _ structures will be gratefully 
accepted by the Commission, also, any 
suggestions or preservation endowments.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The purpose of the Conservation Com- 
mission is to foster environmental quality and 
to preserve and protect the natural resources of 
the Town of Walpole. The principal means used 
to meet these goals have been the acquisition 
of lands through gift or purchase and the 
enforcement of the Wetlands Protection Act of 
the Commonwealth. 

In the past year the commission has 
increased the land under its jurisdiction from 
477 acres to 539 acres. This represents a 13% 
increase in property. Of the 62 acres acquired in 
1974 fifty-three were purchased; the town is 
eligible for reimbursement from the state up to 
50% for these purchases. The other 9 acres 
were generously donated to the town by Mr. 
and Mrs. William R. Williams and Mr. John 
Murphy. 

With recent changes in the Wetlands 
Protection Act (Chapter 131, Section 40) the 
conservation commission has been given much 
greater responsibility for enforcing this 
essential legislation. Basically, the function of 
the Act is to regulate any altering of wetlands in 
the commonwealth by requiring public 
hearings, after which the legal conservation 
commission must issue the conditions under 
which the work may proceed. The effectiveness 
of this law in protecting our wetlands has been 
disappointing. In many cases there continues 
unremitting exploitation and development of 
wetlands in complete disregard of the statute. 
The commission frequently finds itself in the 


position of trying to undo damage that has 
already been done. Our hope is that with more 
education and greater vigilance the law can be 
better implemented. It is important for all of us 
to remember that the wetlands of Walpole are 
essential for flood control, water supply, 
recreation, wildlife conservation, and for their 
natural beauty. 

This year has also seen the preliminary work 
by the commission and the state’s Department 
of Natural Resources in the introduction of the 
Inland Wetlands Act. With the completion of 
this work, hopefully in 1975, the majority of 
Walpole’s wetlands will be protected per- 
manently. 

Our plans for the near future include further 
acquisition of land to expand our “green belt” 
areas, working with the Recreation Committee 
to develop some of our land, and an expanded 
program of education to help the public under- 
stand better the importance of conservation in 
Walpole. 


We are all interested in giving to our children 
and future generations a place to live in which it 
will be possible still to enjoy the simple 
pleasures of walking in a marsh, listening to a 
bird song, watching a raccoon meander about, 
or breathing in the freshness of a pine woods. 
These are all things which give a certain quality 
of life to Walpole today. The Conservation 
Commission hopes that through its work they 
will be possible in the future. 


RECREATION DIRECTOR 


Our Anniversary year was highlighted by the 
first road race in our history. The AAU 
sanctioned ten miler was a complete success 
with over sixty district runners registered. The 
huge winner’s trophy was given by the Herb 
Lewis Insurance Agency in memory of Herb, 
who for many years dedicated his time and 
efforts to the youth of Walpole. The five miler 
for women and the three miler for our locals 
ended with over one-hundred runners par- 
ticipating on a nice May 19th. We in the 


Recreation Department are working on making 
these races an annual event. 

The special recreation program provides a 
summer day camp for our special children and 
also a winter program under the direction of 
Mrs. Ruth Holman. Games and field trips, 
swimming, arts and crafts and a lot of loving 
care by many volunteers make for some happy 
hours for these special children. 

The Central Pool area saw many welcome 
changes. The Red Cross swimming lessons 


were heavily attended with over a thousand 
children, ages three to eighteen, receiving 
swimming instruction and Junior and Senior 
Lifesaving. An Aquatic Art class was offered at 
the Central Pool, along with a Scuba Diving 
course. 

The Competitive Swim Team program con- 
tinued to be a very popular and well attended 
summer and winter program. The Competitive 
Swim Team is in operation for 44 weeks. Winter 
swimming is conducted at the Wrentham State 
School Pool and the summer program at the 
Central Pool. 

Summer Tennis Instruction for Children was 
held every morning for 9 weeks as well as a 
small tournament. ThiS program provided 
recreation for boys and girls, 6 to 16, and as 
usual was very well attended with over one 
hundred children participating. 

The Adult Tennis Instruction was conducted 
on Monday and Tuesday evening from 6:30 to 8 
p.m. This program was in operation for nine 
weeks and attendance was excellent with over 
80 participants. Town Tournaments were also 
conducted. 


Playgrounds throughout the Town operated 
Monday through Friday, 9 to 4 p.m., offering a 
variety of fun and games for school age 
children. Arts and Crafts were offered at each 
playground once a week. Rainy days were taken 
care of by indoor games at the Blackburn 
Memorial Hall. 


Ice Skating sessions were held at the Four 
Seasons Arena for all school age children 
during the fall and spring. This course ran for 8 
to 10 weeks on Monday and Wednesday after- 
eee TOM 13 2301, t0 . 4°30 4°D,Mpes Basic 
fundamentals of skating were taught and there 
were Figure Skating Drills for the more 
advanced skaters. This program was well 
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attended and one of the children’s favorites. 


The Boy’s Soccer Program began its second 
summer of intramural games. This program 
runs for 6 weeks during July and August. The 
fundamentals of soccer were taught, teams 
were formed and games were played twice 
weekly. This sport has proved a_ great 
conditioner for fall sports. Winter Recreation 
programs for adults consist of basketball, 
volleyball and badminton, on Wednesday 
evenings from 7 to 8 p.m. This course runs for 
12 weeks, starting in November and finishing in 
February. 

The following programs are available to 
Walpole residents and are privately run: “Youth 
Hockey”, Baton Twirling, Pop Warner Football, 
Drill Team, Bicycle Club, Tennis Club, Arts 
Council, Little League Baseball, Senior League 
Baseball, and Men’s Softball. 


Girl’s Gymnastics made its debut at the East 
Junior High, with over 300 girls ages 8 to 16 
going through four gymnastic stations. This 
program will surely be a yearly event. 


Boy’s Basketball which was taken up once 
more by the Recreation Dept. had over one 
hundred boys practicing and playing every 
Saturday morning during the winter months. 

The Recreation Dept. is hopeful of having a 
quarterly Recreation Program printed for our 
townspeople so that everyone will be informed 
of when and where our programs will be held. 


The Recreation Department will assist any 
citizen looking for specialized programs. | 
would like to thank all the Recreation Depart- 
ment employees and other Town Departments 
for the wonderful cooperation which helped 
insure the efficiency and successes of this 
years programs. 
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TOWN ENGINEER 


The departmental organization and _ staff 
remained unchanged with four positions: 
engineer (John Rhoads), senior engineering 
aide (Mark Flaherty), and two student co-op 
engineers from Northeastern University. 
Highlights of our year’s activities are given 
below. 

Written reports were submitted to the Board 
of Appeals with respect to compliance of the 
zoning by-law requirements in the following 
categories: non-residential site plans (17); 
special permits - flood plain (6); multi-family 
(3); gravel removal (1); and sanitary landfill (1). 
Three reports were made on the one application 
for a comprehensive permit to construct low 
and moderate income housing under Chapter 
774 of the Acts of 1969. 

This office provides all necessary engineering 
data and recommendations on_ subdivision 
control matters to the Planning Board. A total 
of 24 written subdivision reports were sub- 
mitted to the Board: 3 for preliminary plans, 10 
for definitive plans and 11 for bond and 
inspection reports. Three new definitive sub- 
division plans comprising 61 house lots were 
approved by the Board this year. 

Street acceptance plans, layout descriptions 
and taking orders were prepared and recorded 
in the Norfolk Registry of Deeds for: Alma 
Road, Betty Road, Cobble Knoll Drive, Francis 
Road, and portions of Carl Road, Ginley Road, 
and West Pine Drive. 

Contract plans, specifications, and resident 
engineering services were provided for the 
following construction projects: storm drainage 
construction - Summer, Washington and 
Winter Streets; sidewalk reconstruction on 
Thomas, Highland, Alton, Rockwood and Neal 
Streets; tennis court construction at the rear of 
the West Junior High School. Technical 
assistance was given to our Public Works 
Department on numerous utility and highway 
construction jobs. 

The consulting firm of Metcalf & Eddy, Inc., 
Engineers, continued with implementation of 
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Phase | of the Town’s master sewer plan by 
providing resident engineering services on their 
contract for installation of approximately 
11,000 lineal feet of eight inch diameter sewer 
mains; 2100 lineal feet of twelve inch diameter 
water mains for Coney Street was also included 
in the same contract. Substantial progress was 
made, through the consulting firm of Weston 
and Sampson Engineers, toward the 1975 
completion of the $2.5 million water 
improvement program. Some of the highlights 
of the work completed under the program 
include: the completion of a new 12” diameter 
water main loop from Washington Street at 
Georgia Drive along Washington Street, 
Summer Street, Winter Street, and Main Street 
to Clarkson Drive; a new 16” diameter water 
main from Summer and Winter Streets along 
Summer Street to the new standpipe location; 
anew 12” diameter water main from North and 
Bowker Streets along North and High Streets to 
the new standpipe location; completion of two 
foundations for one million gallon capacity 
standpipes; structural work completed for the 
water treatment plant off Leonard Road. 
Assistance was given to both consultants 
during the survey, design, and construction 
phases of this work. Sewer easement plans and 
descriptions were prepared and recorded where 
necessary. Sewer “orders” were prepared and 
filed at the Norfolk Registry for sewer assess- 
ments to be computed and levied after 
completion of the sewer construction. 


Detailed survey plans were prepared for con- 
sideration of the possible reconstruction of 
High Street from North Street to the Medfield 
town line. Survey and design plans and specifi- 
cations were prepared for a proposed new water 
main for Gill and Main Streets. The following 
mylar Town maps were updated and reproduced 
for distribution purposes: street, conservation, 
governmental lands, sewer, water, and zoning. 
Progress was made toward the development of 
a storm drain master plan for the Town.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The following departments comprise the 
Public Works Department: Highway, Park, 
Vehicle Maintenance, Building Repair, Water 
and Sewer and the Sanitary Landfill. 


The Water Department is in the midst of a 2.5 
Million Dollar Water Improvement Program that 
includes the construction of two water storage 
tanks, a water treatment plant, well sites, a 
booster station, and new and improved water 
mains. 

The sewer system was extended which 
necessitated extensive excavations in North 
and East Walpole. The Sewer Department is 
also responsible for the monitoring of the 
septic waste disposal site. 


HIGHWAY 


The Highway Department continued its 
program of street sweeping, cleaning catch 
basins, and repairing holes despite the 
unfavorable weather conditions throughout the 
year. The following streets were resurfaced: 
Grover Street, Kendall Street, Lake Avenue, 
Morningside Drive, Oak Street, Peach Street, 
South Street, Burrill Street, Chapman Street, 
Congress Street, Federal Street, Page Avenue, 
Plimpton Street, Irving Drive, Harold Road, and 
Maude Terrace. 


Drainage systems throughout the town were 
installed and/or repaired on the following 
streets:

The Highway Department continued its road 
surfacing programs, and also concentrated on 
those areas where drainage problems exist.

In February 1974, Harold Willis, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, retired. He had served 
the Town of Walpole for over 44 years. Harold’s 
expertise, as well as his personality, will be 
sorely missed.

12’ of damaged drainage on High Plain 
Street. 


A number of streets including West Street 
from bridge to bridge, Winter Street and a part 
of Route 1A at North Street, were hottopped 
with Class | bituminous concrete. 


Many street and traffic signs were made, 
repaired and installed throughout the town. All 
eight gravel roads were scraped and graded 
throughout the town. All gravel was supplied 
when needed at the landfill. 


All sanding, salting, plowing, and snow 
removal was done throughout the town when it 
was deemed necessary. 


PUBLIC WORKS GARAGE 


A preventive maintenance program and 
day-to-day repairs were performed on all Water, 
Park, Building Repair and Highway Department 
vehicles. The Vehicle Maintenance Department 
is also responsible for servicing the vehicles of 
the Town Administrator, Board of Assessors 
and the Building Inspector. Two Fire 
Department cars, four Police cars and the Town 
Ambulance are also maintained and serviced by 
this department. 


The two sanitary landfill caterpillar tractors 
were lubricated, maintained and repaired. 


The portable generators, compressors, ditch 
pumps, tractor lawn mowers and attachments 
were maintained and lubricated. 


Transmission overhauls were done on two 
vehicles; valve jobS were done on two units; 
clutch jobs were performed on two trucks; four 
front ends were rebuilt; two engines were over- 
hauled; and twelve brake jobs were done. 


Welding and repairs were made on all ice 
control units; cutting edges were installed on 
all sidewalk tractors, snowplows and loader 
buckets. 


The auxiliary natural gas engines at 
Washington Street #2 and #3 Wells were main- 
tained along with the Turco pumping station 
diesel engine and auxiliary power unit. 

The new equipment purchased in 1974 was 
inspected and checked to the Town’s speci- 
fications and prepared for use. 


BUILDING REPAIRS 


This report will not show a decrease in 
vandalism from the previous year. However, at 
the present time there is a sharp decline in this 
area. The decrease is not due to the thought- 
fulness by vandals, it is due to a great many 
measures taken to prevent the destruction of 
taxpayers’ property. From January 1973 to 
January 1974, | guesstimate the cost of vandal- 
ism to the taxpayers of Walpole to be 
$100,000.00. This figure includes the fire at the 
East Jr. High School, fire at the Old Stone 
School, smashed light on common bandstand, 
smashed exterior lights on various buildings, 
grafitti painted on walls of exterior building. 
Stones pulled out of foundation common band- 
stand, door torn off steel electrical box at 
Center pool, chain link fence destroyed at Turco 
Field, repair to roof at Turco bldg. from Volks- 
wagen placed there, at least $15,000.00 
smashed glass at various buildings. Chain link 
fence out, opened and ruined everywhere there 
is chain link fence. 


In addition to vandalism there are a countless 
number of jobs that result simply from wear, 
such as: door checks, Rixons, accidental glass 
breakage, painting, installing shelves, re- 
placing door hardware, repairing’ steps, 
repairing shades, repairing all types of fur- 
niture, repairing door hinges, replacing door 
knobs, rekeying locks, welding frames for 
various jobs, any and all major and minor repair 
in all public buildings.

PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Park Department is responsible for the 
care and maintenance of Town owned 
properties, which includes parks, playgrounds, 
football fields, baseball diamonds, tree plots 
alongside the streets and the sanitary landfill 
area. The season dictates much of the 
maintenance work programs such as mowing, 
trimming, seeding, fertilization and grooming 
of the athletic fields and commons. The 
Department is involved in the snow removal 
effort during the winter months. The Depart- 


ment is most concerned with the continuation 
of a periodic surveillance program in order to 
>ontrol the spread of Dutch Elm Disease. The 
Department completed its Fall Planting 
Program of 47 maple trees. Another fall 
program is the Leaf Collection Program. This 
year we successfully picked up 104 well- 
compacted loads. The Department is also very 
active in maintaining the sanitary landfill area, 
as well as putting up Christmas decorations, all 
swimming pools and the Memorial Pond area.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The following report on the Walpole School 
System makes a departure from the form and 
content of previous Town Reports. The reader 
will note individual school and departmental 
reports detailing instructional highlights of 
these diverse components which provide 
educational services to the children, youth and 
citizens of Walpole. 


The School Committee has strenuously 
attempted to establish a direction for the 
school system which is not only responsive to 
the needs of the community, but also one 
which is highly organized. For these reasons 
the school system will annually formulate goals 
and objectives in the areas of General 
Administration, Instruction, Finance and 
Personnel. For school year 1974-75 the goals 
adopted by your School Committee are as 
follows: 


1. To Begin Resolution of the School Space 
Needs of the System by Developing a Plan 


Acceptable to the Town. 

2. To Develop a Budgetary Formulation 
Process and Document Which Would Provide 
Greater Understanding of School System Fiscal 
Requirements. 


3. To Reorganize the System Adminis- 


tratively. 

4. To Begin the Development of K-12 
Curriculum in the Basic Skills. 

The above goals and objectives will be 


reviewed by the School Committee at the end of 
the year and evaluated. New Goals and 
Objectives will then be formulated for 1975. 

The School Committee wishes to thank the 
citizenry for its support this past year in 
approving funds for the addition/alteration 
project to Walpole High School. The project 
Once completed will enable the system to 
consolidate its schools to provide for only an 
improved educational facilities but also 
operational economics. 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Introduction 

The past year has provided the school system 
the opportunity to make inroads into many 
areas. Through the cooperation and _ parti- 
cipation of the citizenry, general government 
and School Committee the staff has been able 
to make significant progress in Instructional 
and Administrative Organization and Develop- 
ment, School Facilities Planning, Budget 
Formulation and Reporting, and Enrollment 
Studies. Specifics are detailed in the body of 
the report. 

Instructional and Administrative Organization 

and Development 

Two major projects were completed this past 
year in this most important area. The adoption 
of a Long Range Facilities Plan by the School 
Committee in January 1974, embodying a four 
year rather than three year high school, 
presented the professional staff with an 
excellent opportunity to undertake a study 
which would comprehensively analyze the 
existing programs and services of the system. 

The Committee was charged to formulate a 
School Reorganization Report which would 
respond to the following questions and make 
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recommendations where required. 


1. Is the school system Philosophy of 
Education compatible with the organizational 
change? 

2. Will the existing program offerings at the 
elementary, middle and high school levels 
accommodate not only the Philosophy 
statement and the direction it establishes but 
also the organizational revision? 

3. Will the existing Support systems such as 
administration/supervision, guidance, special 
needs services, reporting, etc. accommodate 
the organizational change? 

4. How do we involve the professional staff 
in not only seeking answers to the above 
issues, but also in developing a plan to deploy 
staff members in such a manner to best use 
their talents, skills, interests and career goals? 

The Committee’s report has been completed 
at the date of this writing and is in the process 
of review. Tantamount in their recom- 
mendations on the above issues was the 
unanimous feeling of all members that the 
recommendations contained in their report 
were essential to quality education in Walpole

and were not to be considered contingent on 
the building of a four year high school. The 
School Committee’s review of the report will be 
completed in February and March of 1975 and 
the specific recommendations of the report will 
be included in next year’s School Department 
Annual Report to the Community. 


It has been said that the only significant test 
of a school system’s administrative plan is its 
effect on the educational program. This implies 
that an organization must lend itself to decen- 
tralizing authority levels so that decisions 
which affect the learner can be made 
expeditiously. It also implies that the span of 
executive control within each administrative 
level be broad in scope. 

Therefore to attain effectiveness and 
productivity, units of the administrative 
components above such as_ Business, 
Personnel, Media, Pupil Personnel Services 


have not simply been designated but each 
administrative role within those components 
has been defined with a written job description 
indicating function and responsibility. 

School Facilities Planning 

A Long Range Facilities Plan was completed 
for the school system and adopted by the 
School Committee in January, 1974. In brief the 
plan called for the conversion of the present 
high school from a three year to four year plant. 
The chart below also indicates additional 
changes which could take place between now 
and 1990 if the Town acts favorably on the 
number one priority - an improved high school. 


The School Committee’s adoption of this 
facilities plan which would change the system 
from its present 6-3-3 grade level organization 
to a 5-3-4 grade level plan was based on the 
following reasons:

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1. The adoption of a 5-3-4 plan provided the 
community to develop the same comprehensive 
educational program in the existing high school 
through addition/alteration; rather than build a 
new four year high school at greater expense. 

2. The adoption of the 5-3-4 plan provided 
the system with the opportunity to phase out 
its sub-standard facilities and consolidate the 
system from ten to seven schools, thus 
exercising an opportunity for considerable 
operational expense savings over the years to 
come. 


At present through the R.T.M.’s appropria- 
tion of $500,000 for working drawings and 
specifications, the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee has completed all final planning phases 
with the architectural firm of Russell, Gibson 
and VonDohlen and will re-present the project 
to the community on February 13, 1975. 

Budget Formulation and Reporting 

A school system’s operational budget is 
really a “picture in dollars” of the educational 
services to the community. As such it must be 
able to illustrate the actual and projected 
expenditures which comprise all aspects of the 
program. Therefore the school system has 
embarked on a budget formulation process 
which actively engages all members of the pro- 
fessional staff in depicting the needs of the 
various departments and school units. Staff are 
directed to priority all program requests and 


justify them according to program need and 
use. These requests are then screened by unit 
principals or department directors prior to 
submission to the Superintendent’s office. All 
budget requests are then re-evaluated with each 
school principal and department director by the 
Business Manager and Superintendent before 
presentation to the School Committee. The 
School Committee’s review process consists of 
planned workshops covering all areas of 
program, personnel, equipment and materials. 
Only after these processes have _ been 
completed does the school system budget take 
on final form for presentation to Town 
government. 


The budget goal followed this past year was 
to stabilize and maintain all accounts where it 
was financially possible to do so. One area 
which will continue to create a growing 
financial burden on the community is the area 
of special needs services. Hopefully, since the 
State has mandated the services, additional 
revenues will be provided to help carry the 
costs. However, if the special needs legislation 
goes the usual way, it will be the taxpayer 
“picking up the tab.” So far it appears that this 
will be the case. Therefore, the system will 
continue to investigate all possible areas to 
exercise reasonable economies which will not 
affect the current expected level of services.

When the above data was analyzed this past 
fall, the following was determined: 


1. That enrollment is indicating a general 
decline in the primary grades of the elementary 
schools sufficient to force a continuation of 
staff reductions at these grade levels and 
provide a slight alleviation in the present 
crowded conditions at the Bird, Stone, Fisher 
and Boyden Schools. 


2. That with an indication of approximately 
400 students in grades 4 through 12 that the 
Current overcrowded conditions at the high 
school will continue for the forseeable future. 


3. That the sharp decline at grades 9 through 
12 was not projected. Based on a separate 
study it was found that these students left for 
the following reasons: 


Private School Transfer: 34 
Dropped Out: 46. 
Total 80 
This is a startling statistic when we view the 
size of the Walpole High School enrollment. It 
poses for the community two questions. Why 
are citizens sending their youngsters to private 
secondary schools rather than Walpole High 
School? And, why and how can we justify 
having forty-six secondary students leave 
school prior to graduation? Maybe the answer 
has something to do with the inadequacy of the 
building and its ability to support programs 
suitable to the needs of all students. Hopefully 
the Town will soon react positively to this 
issue.

_PUPILS’ PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Public school education has for centuries 
been concerned primarily with two major 
functions: instruction and administration. 
During the past fifty to sixty years, the areas of 
guidance and special education have been 
developed to meet the needs of all students, 
including those with specific learning or 
physical handicaps. The development of these 
areas has brought into focus a third function of 
education: that of service. The implementation 
of the Department of Pupil Personnel Services 
is an effort by the school system to have one 
agency within the school that will administer the 
various service functions under one person. 
Through the Director of Pupil Personnel 
Services members of this department. will 
coordinate their activities and work collectively 
to assist the student to obtain an education. 


The major duties of the members of this 
department are: (1) To deal with the many 
problems which affect children in the home, 
school and community. (2) To overcome the 
emotional, physical and mental barriers to 
effective learning. (3) To persist in the 
establishment of goals, attitudes and values 
which will motivate children in the learning 
process. (4) To assist teachers and adminis- 
trators in making the task of instruction more 
effective. (5) To develop lines of com- 
munication in order to make teaching and 
learning more effective. 

The Department of Pupil Personnel Services 
consists of the following areas: Guidance, 
Social Work, Psychological Services, Reading, 
Speech and Hearing, Learning Disabilities, 
Educationally Handicapped, Emotionally Dis- 
turbed, Physically Handicapped, Health, 


Tutoring, Attendance and Occupational Edu- 
cation.

A primary objective of the department is the 
full implementation of Chapter 766 of the Acts 
of 1972. This comprehensive special education 
law was enacted to promote an adequate, 
publicly supported education for every child 
resident within a town. It is the purpose of this 
Act to provide for a flexible and uniform system 
of special education program opportunities for 
all children requiring special education; to 
provide a flexible and non-discriminatory 
system for identifying and evaluating the 
individual needs of children requiring special 
education; requiring evaluation of the needs of 
the child and adequacy of the special education 
program before placement, and_ periodic 
evaluation of the benefit of the program to the 
child and the nature of the child’s needs there- 
after; and to prevent denials of equal 
educational opportunity on the basis of 


national origin, sex, economic status, race, 
religion, and physical or mental handicap in the 
provision of differential education services. 

The Coordinator of the Core Evaluation Team 
is charged with the responsibility of diagnosing 
the educational abilities of special needs 
students and writing educational prescriptions 
on a K-12 basis. The pupil, parents, teachers, 
educational specialists and specialists in the 
area of health are brought together by the 
Chairman of the Core Evaluation Team to write 
an educational plan for special needs students 
from ages three to twenty-one. 


One of the foremost priorities of the Walpole 
school system is to develop reading and 
language competence for its 4,900 students. 
The Language Arts Department functions to 
help teachers and students achieve this goal. 


The major efforts of this department are (1) to 
provide diagnostic and prescriptive services to 
students with special needs, and (2) to provide 
support to regular classroom teachers to help 
them become better teachers of reading. 

This year the department staff included a full 
time coordinator, 9 full and part time remedial 
reading ‘specialists, 7 learning disabilities 
specialists, and 3 speech and _ language 
therapists. Almost every school had a full-time 
remedial reading and learning disabilities 
specialist. 


Language development specialists provided 
remedial services for approximately 800 
students: 200 in learning disabilities, 200 in 
speech and language therapy, and 400 in 
remedial reading. Thirty new Walpole parent 
volunteers were trained in the fall and served 
throughout the year to supplement and 
enhance the efforts of the specialists. 

In the spring of 1974, teachers and principals 
began studying ways to update and improve the 


regular reading program. Resulting from this 
effort was the beginning of an individualized 
diagnostic prescriptive reading program. In the 
fall, reading specialists designed a sequential 
set of specific reading objectives for the first 
grade. The next step was to develop diagnostic 
pre and post tests which could be used to 
measure whether or not students had attained 
each objective. Following this they designed 
instructional packets containing specific 
activities, games, and related text book pages 
for each objective. Throughout the winter, 
inservice sessions for first grade teachers were 
conducted to explain and present this material. 
This approach to reading is being tried out in all 
first grade classrooms this year. It is a tech- 
nique that permits classroom teachers to 
diagnose what skills a student has and/or 
needs, prescribe the proper techniques for 
learning and assess the results. The project will 
be evaluated at the end of the year and if judged 
successful, will be expanded into other grades. 


Inservice workshops for teachers were a 
major part of the language development 
program. All of the 19 language development 
specialists worked individually, or in teams of 
two, to design and conduct system-wide 
workshops for classroom teachers in grades 
K-12. Approximately 25 sessions were held 
after school and on released time afternoons. 
During the workshops, promising ideas were 
presented and discussed and materials were 
provided so that teachers could actually 
construct or try out some of the activities 
presented. Topics covered a wide range of 
Subjects and included “phonics games’, 
“learning stations’, “teaching reading to the 
learning disabled student’, “improving gram- 
mar and punctuation skills”, and “commercial 
and home-made spelling and reading games”. 


RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


In 1974, the most extensive curriculum study 
conducted in Walpole in recent’ years 
considered the implications of the proposed 
grade level reorganization of the school 
system. A 16-member faculty-steering com- 
mittee was appointed to coordinate the 
involvement of the total staff in this project. 

A listing of some of the activities carried on 
by the Reorganization Committee in the course 
of its study serves to illustrate the many ways 
in which research and development funds are 
used to promote program improvements within 
the school system: 

- an in-depth study of literature and 

acquisition of a working reference library. 


visitation to model school systems. 

- committee study for five weeks during 
summer months. 

participation in appropriate 
meetings and conferences. 

- production of 60 page draft report for each 

faculty member. 

- engaging consultative services to partici- 

pate in in-service programs. 

- production of final report to School 

Committee. 

In similar fashion, additional studies were 
conducted on a smaller basis in such areas as 
those dealing with the teaching of elementary 
school reading and mathematics.

MEDIA SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


The Department of Media Services provides 
print and audiovisual materials and equipment 
to support the school system’s instructional 
program. The media specialists in the schools 
serve as consultants for teachers’ on 
instructional methods and materials, and teach 
children to become independent learners in the 
media centers. Aides in the media centers, in 
conjunction with invaluable volunteer help, 
provide essential clerical support. The 
availability of a wide range of well-organized, 
accessible learning materials becomes _in- 
creasingly important with the development of 
individualized curriculum systems. 


Progress has been made this year in meeting 
the long-term program goal of equalizing the 
program services at each school media center. 
Resources have been heavily allocated to less 
well-equipped and supplied centers. An all- 


purpose room at Plimpton School was 
successfully converted into a functional media 
center, providing a center in the last school 
without one. 

The building housing the central media 
services operation, Old Fisher School, was re- 
organized and renovated over the summer by 
the central media staff with the help of many 
student and adult volunteers. Improved 
facilities were provided for Elementary Art, 
Elementary Science Resources, the _ pro- 
fessional collection of books and journals, 
technical repair services, production and 
duplication services, and central office staff. 
An expanded workshop area provides a place 
with the tools and supplies for teachers to build 
their own instructional materials and equip- 
ment. Office space and essential storage areas 
were also created for the new Pupil Personnel 
Services Department. 


WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL 


Walpole High School opened in September 
1974 with the largest enrollment in its history, 
1250 students enrolled at slightly over 400 to 
each class. The sophomore class was the 
largest. 

Mr. Thomas Reis was appointed Acting 
Principal of the high school following the 
resignation of Mr. Wayne Stacy. This was a 
promotion for Mr. Reis from Assistant Principal 
to Acting Principal. After demonstrating his 
ability to function in this capacity, he was 
appointed Principal on September 7, 1974. One 
of Mr. Reis’ first moves was to modify the 
Max-Ed (open campus) Program by assigning 
sophomores to studies during their un- 
scheduled school time. The extended school 
day Max-Ed Program has been continued for a 
third year because of the lack of space. The 
space problems become more acute each year 
as the enrollment continues to increase. At 
present many of the rooms are used 100% of 
the time with the remainder of rooms utilized in 
excess of 90% (some are free only 1 or 2 
periods/week). The New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges, Inc. have recom- 
mended extension of our accreditation for one 
year because of the positive steps the towns- 
people of Walpole have taken in their approval 
of working drawings for the needed additions to 
the high school. A special progress report is to 
be given to the association on October 1, 1975, 
indicating that progress on the additional 
facilities is continuing. 
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As in the past the Language Department is 
sponsoring trips to France and Mexico during 
the April school vacation. In addition to these 
trips there are plans in progress for a Canadian 
exchange program. This is a new program and 
the details are being reviewed. 

The faculty this year has 27 non-tenured 
members, of which 12 are first year teachers, 
and two are new Assistant Principals. The only 
additional positions since the last report are a 
Distributive Education teacher and an Activities 
Director. 


The Date Processing Department has added 
the 1130 computing system. This increases the 
school administrative and educational func- 
tions, as well as more teaching applications 
that are direct benefits to the students.

During the current school year there will be 
several research and development projects. The 
Humanities Program is a group _ project 
involving Art, English, Social Studies and 


Science. This is an effort to meet the needs of a 
large group of students that need reinforcement 
of subject matter as it is approached by 
different disciplines. 

There are two federal projects that are under 
consideration - the first, Distributive Education, 
has already been granted $16,000.00, to help 
get the student store functioning, and the 
second is a Math Calculator program for 
$10,000.00. The latter is waiting approval which 
should be known by January, 1975. 


There are some interesting statistics from the 


graduating class of 1974. There were 370 
graduates - about 55% of the students went on 
to further education, down slightly from prior 
years but reflecting the national trend. About 
3% went on to the Armed Forces. This was an 
increase from the previous year. The graduates 
received about $5,100.00 in scholarships from 
local sources (e.g. townspeople, businesses, 


local organizations).

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BIRD SCHOOL 


This past school year 
changes at the Bird School. 


We began the year by transferring ten of our 
kindergarten children to the Old Post Road 
School enabling us to reduce our Class size toa 
more acceptable level. 


We have begun to implement a new reading 
system in grade one which enables teachers to 
focus on the individual skill needs of children 
and provides them with instructional packets 
for those particular skills. This program is 
currently being developed, evaluated, and 
revised by our staff with the help of the reading 
department. 


One of the major events of our school year is 
the annual fifth grade environmental program. 
This year they traveled to Nature’s Classroom in 
Potter Place, New Hampshire. The program 
consists of classes in environmental education 
and field experiences to complement them, 
with the highlights being a four and one-half 
hour climb to the top of Mt. Kearsage and a 
canoe trip up a mountain stream complete with 
portaging over a beaver lodge and dam. The 
children also learned such crafts and skills as 
candle making, quilting, natural clay pottery, 
Indian cooking, and survival shelters. This trip 
is undoubtedly the highlight of the year for

BOYDEN 
Education today has many “in” words such 
as innovation and change. Teachers’ in 


classrooms are experimenting with a variety of 
programs; _ individualized learning, _ self- 
selection classrooms, individual prescription, 
open classrooms, environmental learning. 


“Accountability” has joined the “in” words! 
Good teachers have been accountable long 
before the accountability became an “in” word. 
What does it mean? It simply means that 
teachers and children have a direction and pre- 
planned goals that they pretest to find what is 
known and post test to assess what new 
prescription is needed; that sensible, com- 
prehensive record keeping be used to 
graphically establish where a child has been, 
where he is now, and where he is going. 


The children in first grade this year are 
working on skills teaching in reading. This 
involves the pre and post testing with grouping 
and regrouping according to a child’s needs. 

Individualizing in reading has been an on- 
going program for some time at various grade 
levels. Complementing the approach to reading 
is an individualized Spelling and Language 
program. This involves research work,stories, 


these children and their teachers. 


Another exciting program being piloted at the 
Bird School is the People and Technology 
social studies program at grade six. The 
program looks at various’ technological 
developments and how they have affected 
various Cultures. They are presently studying 
the whaling industry and its influences on 
communities such as New Bedford and 
Nantucket. 


These are just a few of the instructional 
highlights at the Bird School this year. While 
we are making progress in many areas, we still 
have some persisting problems, namely lack of 
any flexible space. Speech therapy is still being 
taught in the cafeteria, learning disability 
classes are held behind a bookcase that was 
moved away from a wall in media center, our 
guidance counselor works in the media storage 
space, and our remedial reading teacher works 
in the storage closet off our stage area. Our 
physical education program has been severely 
handicapped by a lack of storage space for any 
kind of equipment. 

We hope to continue our progress in the 
areas cited as well as improve our abilities to 
meet the individual needs of children and to 
develop closer communications with parents.

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poetry writing, and perhaps publishing an 
anthology. 

Kindergarten children are all attending class 
at Boyden this year. However, it is very 
doubtful that there will be room for everyone 
next year. Classes are now held in the cafeteria 
which is not satisfactory. We are badly in need 
of space. 

The Kindergarten program has not suffered. 
The children have enjoyed Alpha Time this year 
which is a multi-media, multisensory beginning 
language arts program. Alpha Time introduces 
The Letter People as make-believe personified 
letters of the Alphabet. Each Little Person, a 
lifesize, huggable letter, has a special feature 
or characteristic from which he or she gets the 
sound of the letter. Each of the twenty six 
Letter People has his own theme song by which 
he introduces himself. The children have the 
opportunity to hear and repeat the letter sounds 
in words and to move and dance to the various 
kinds of music. By the end of the year most 
children will know all letters and sounds, and 
will begin putting letter people together to 
make words. They discover that reading is fun. 

A research study done not too long ago 
concluded that imitation of the model behavior 


of significant persons in the environment could 
well be crucial in the development of the 
superior reader. 


Education is showing progress and growth in 
various educational areas. 

The third grade, in connection with their 
Social Studies program in the Study of Japan, 
had several delightful experiences. They 
enjoyed a contest in reading fairy tales via 
books or viewing filmstrips with a cassette; 
researched erupting volcanoes; make Origami, 
which is paper folding; illustrated their own 
Haiku; and made Samurai hats out of 
newspaper. 


The Audubon program embraces all grade 
levels this year. This promises to be quite 
exciting for the children. Seeds and plants, 
rocks and minerals, animal weapons, amphi- 
bians, and an environmental study involving 
field and stream activities are some of the 
topics to be discussed from grades one through 
six. Teachers, children, parents, and friends are 
all participating in the program. 

The Boyden School Physical Education 
Program is restricted to gymnastics and dance 
in the winter months. A gymnasium was not 
constructed when the new addition was built 
twelve years ago. Hopefully, in the near future 
needed space and a gymnasium will be 
provided. 

The Media has many on-going programs. 
Small-group instruction in the use of such 
machines as filmstrip viewers, tape recorders, 
slide viewers, record players, etc. give primary 
grade students a variety of media at their 
command for later curriculum or leisure time 
use. Learning to use the card catalog has 
always been important but seldom fun. The 
individualized contracts for library skills used 
by third graders make this educational process 
interesting, as students progress at their own 
rates, gaining information from. slide-tape 
series, games and group or_ individual 


activities. Intermediate grades have learned 
research skills and have worked on research 
projects. They have also employed the use of 
cameras, both 35mm and movie in some of 
their projects. 


A special activity program initiated by the 
music department has been devoted to square 
dancing. The children have enjoyed such 
dances as the Virginia Reel and Duck for the 
Oyster. 


The Language Arts department is making use 
of parent-tutor volunteers this year. These 
parents attended a four week training session. 
They were then assigned to a school where they 
assisted the classroom teacher in small group 
instruction. These parents were guided by the 
teacher and the reading specialist. We would 
like to see this become more extensive in the 
next few years. 

Learning Disability, Educationally Handi- 
capped and Speech Specialists have been 
allotted more time to work with children. 


This year a guidance counselor has been 
added to the staff. The guidance counselor has 
been involved in a range of activities from 
whole class workshops in topics such as 
communication skills and peer relations to 
small group and_ individual counseling 
sessions. These sessions have been based on 
the current concerns of classroom teachers, 
their students, and the parents. All of these 
support services are very beneficial. However, 
some children need help every day. Perhaps 
with added staff this could be arranged. 

Teachers face many challenges today. 
However with parents, children, and teachers 
working together; the townspeople under- 
standing and supporting the schools’ needs; 
and the continuance of a variety of programs; 
the school will indeed be the educational 
center, a fun place, and the “in” place to be 
with all its exciting, interesting and ever- 
changing programs. 


FISHER SCHOOL 


The 1974 school year at Fisher resulted in a 
continuation of programs which proved bene- 
ficial, a revision of programs which revealed a 
need for improvement and an introduction of 
new programs to provide a more comprehensive 
offering to our children. Efforts were con- 
centrated in the following three areas: 
instructional, enrichment and community. 


In instructional areas that was a con- 
tinuation of basic academic programs with 
an increasing focus on individualization within 
modified team teaching models. Grade one 
initiated an improved, systematic approach 
within their reading program in conjunction 
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with the reading department. Grades two and 
three adopted an individualized, inter-grade 
math program which promoted a desire for 
increased scope and sequence co-ordination 
between all grades. Our Social Studies program 
which focuses on various cultures was 
enhanced by the addition of a map and globe 
skills unit. Environmental studies were 
increased in our science curriculum with the 
securing of a Title Il Grant written by the staff. 
The sixth grade camp week continued to be a 
highlight in environmental studies. Next year 
we hope to extend the outdoor educational 
program to grade five. It is expected that each 


fifth grade class will spend two school days in 
an environmental situation. With the onset of 
Chapter #766, a more comprehensive, _indi- 
vidual evaluation system was designed and 
we have planned an intensive instructional 
program for a limited number of special needs 
children. An asset to our instructional program 
was a group of student teachers who completed 
training at the school. We trust that we helped 
them in their training as much as_ they 
contributed to our program. 


Enrichment activities were maintained and 
supplemented in all areas while being 
integrated with the core academic program. 
Cooking in the primary grades and dramatics at 
the sixth grade level were continued with 
increased relevance to basic subject skills. 
Intramurals continued to grow in popularity and 
consequently were expanded to include the 
fourth grade; while band and chorus showed 
increased enrollments, also. 

Maintaining the philosophy that education is 
a family affair, the school program was extended 


into the community. Parents assisted in areas 
involving the Media Center, learning disabilities 
program and kindergarten. They also shared 
their time and skills in tutorial groups at all 
levels. Numerous guest speakers were utilized 
in conjunction with science and social studies 
units. Ecological lessons were conducted out- 
side of the school within our immediate com- 
munity. High school juniors and seniors were 
employed by the sixth grade as counselors in 
their camp week program. In addition, evening 
programs were offered to the community. The 
Endangered Species Night (grade five), and the 
Fourth Annual Science Fair, which was a total 
school event, were two outstanding examples. 

1974 proved an active and industrious year 
for all related to Fisher School and _ its 
activities. While many rewards and benefits 
were experienced by the children, the 
educational program strived to meet the needs 
of each individual student, and provide each 
student with opportunities for a well-rounded 
and successful education. 


OLD POST ROAD SCHOOL 


In spite of a space problem requiring use of 
the stage and Cafetorium for teaching stations 
this year, many exciting and innovative learning 
experiences have developed at Old Post Road 
School. 

Students at Old Post 
involved in a meaningful initial reading 
experience (grade 1) through individualized 
instruction. A testing program was used to 
correlate the scope and sequence of skills to be 
taught, with test results used as the basis of 
diagnostic-prescriptive instruction. Class and 
individual record charts register an on-going 
account of strengths and weaknesses, and are 
the basis of efficiently planned teaching of 
reading skills. The skill packets are relied upon 
to fulfill skill prescriptions, with teachers 
adding many of their personal ideas. Volunteer 
tutors provide additional motivation, resulting 
in fulfillment and satisfaction for the children 
as they realize success. 

The sixth grade students spent a week at 
Ocean Park Environmental School in Maine 
where they learned first-hand about plant and 
small animal life in the forest, brook, salt 
marshes, and ocean. This gave them an 
opportunity to study a variety of ecological 
concepts and to compare the natural com- 
munities. As a culminating activity the children 
made a giant yarn “Web of Life” symbolizing 
the interdependence of all aspects of nature, 
with each child playing a role in the ecological 
balance. 


Road have been 
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The whole school participated in a 
Conservation Week culminated by a fair where 
all the children (K-6) sold items made out of 
recycled materials. Carolyn Sutcliffe, Audubon 
Naturalist, taught classes about our environ- 
ment including lessons on animals and birds. 
Each grade developed a special project which 
was an important segment of the total school 
effort. The fair was a huge success, with 
proceeds earmarked for nature field trips, 
support of a special animal at Audubon, and 
beautification of the school grounds. 


Parent involvement has been a key factor at 
Old Post Road this year with people like 
Anthony Farretta giving much time, talent, and 
effort to help the staff. In addition to parents, 
one can find college students and retired 
people helping to enrich the children’s learning 
experience. The help is much appreciated by 
both staff and students.

PLIMPTON SCHOOL 


Despite its being the second oldest school 
building in town, Plimpton School has again 
demonstrated its flexibility in meeting the 
needs of its students. 

Last year a vacant classroom was turned into 
an activity room to provide space for a variety of 
projects that could not be accommodated in the 
classrooms. Volunteer help, recycled furniture, 
and the time afforded by summer vacation saw 
this room again converted into a complete 
resource center. Now all of the media materials 
are housed together. One corner is set aside for 
the reading specialist. With full-time staffing, 
the room is available to students at all hours of 
the day. 

For the first time in many years Plimpton has 
a sixth grade. This has permitted greater 
continuity in the elementary program for those 
who have remained at the school. 

This fall began a K-1 program whereby 
beginning students can be more appropriately 
placed according to their needs. This program 
permits kindergarten students who are at an 


advanced reading level to attend reading 
classes in the first grade, while some first 
graders return to the kindergarten for part of the 
day for additional readiness skills. 

The second and third graders have increased 
the amount of experiential learning in social 
studies. The second grade Hopi unit was 
coordinated with the art program in teaching 
the children sand printing, mat weaving, and 
pottery making. The third grade unit on 
Scandinavia was enhanced by a fairy tale 
reading contest. The culminating activity was 
the creation of paper mache trolls. 

Local businesses helped to enrich classroom 
learning. The fourth graders were treated to a 
tour of the new Walpole Bottling Company 
plant, and the sixth graders learned the art of 
making pizza at Papa Gino’s. 

The fifth grade again spent a week at Ocean 
Park Environmental School in November. Many 
of the sixth graders returned for a second time 
to gain in-depth knowledge of the habitats 
introduced to them last year. 


STONE SCHOOL 


Three words come to mind when thinking 
about the 1973-74 school year at the Stone 
School. They are change, involvement and 
refocus. 

The changes are easy to see when they are 
physical. We converted our All-Purpose room 
into a new media center. We are very proud of 
our media center which has developed into a 
true learning center. The multi-media materials 
provide the children with a variety of ways to 
gain knowledge and skills. The media center 
provides a refocus on learning which is now 
much more than just learning from books. 


Involvement is reflected in the activities of 
the total school community. Our Edaide 
(Enthusiasm Definitely Assists in Dynamic 
Education) parent-teacher group has_ been 
enthusiastically engaged in many activities just 
as they had been the previous year. The school 
store continued in operation and many mini- 
courses were provided for the fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades. 

There was total involvement in an all school 
field day. The school lunch’ program 
participated by providing a picnic lunch for 
everyone. The activities of the day were 
culminated with a ceremony to _ celebrate 
Walpole’s 250th anniversary of incorporation. 
The highlight of the ceremony was the burying 
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of a ‘‘time capsule” designed by the children, to 
be opened in the year 2024. It was our way of 
trying to give the young anthropologists of the 
future a flavor of what Walpole was like in 1974. 

Our Kindergarten began its first year in 
September 1973. We were and are delighted to 
have the little ones become part of our school 
community. It is at this level where one can 
most easily see growth as the children gain in 
readiness for formal learning. 


In 1973-1974 we reviewed our reporting 
system and developed a new one that better 
met our needs of communicating a child’s 
continuous progress. The system of anecdotal 
reporting proved to be very successful since it 
gave a more complete picture of the total 
development of the student. This reporting 
system allows the child to be seen more as an 
individual, with his own strengths and 
weaknesses, rather than presenting him with a 
letter grade which compares him with other 
students. 


_Our anecdotal reporting system strengthened 
our parent-teacher conferences. The teachers’ 
statements gave the parents something 
concrete to interact to. This interaction 
provided the parents with an opportunity to 
become involved with the educational process 
taking place in their children’s school. 


Our sixth grade classes had an opportunity to 
spend a week in Maine in November. The 
children participated in fund raising activities 
to defray the costs. 


The trip to Ocean Park, Maine provided the 


children with an outdoor education program. 
This program was a tremendous success. The 
children and staff were totally involved in ocean 
and woodland environment study. Truly a trip 
they will remember for a long time. 


EAST JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


At the East Junior High School, we continue 
a modified traditional approach to the funda- 
mentals of education. The emphasis is on 
developing the basic skills in Writing, Math and 
Reading. Much effort is expended in identifying 
and categorizing perennial failures and near 
failures; in organizing programs of curriculum 
content and direction, and working with 
deficient students and others with special 
needs on a meaningful individual basis in all 
subject areas. The overall emphasis has been 
that all teachers are teachers of reading and 
must be involved in the process, and that 
success in reading predicates success in all 
academic areas. 


The intramural program at East remains out- 
standing and involves a majority of the student 
body in athletic activities including an ex- 
tensive program in gymnastics. 

However, perhaps the most successful 
development at the East has been the 
expansion of the Outing Club with an 
enrollment of over 100 eager students. The 
Outing Club is based on the concept that 
school should extend to the out-of-doors. In 
fact, the Club does introduce a wide variety of 
outdoor activities through which are taught 


responsibility, self-respect, and enjoyment and 
appreciation of their environment. The club 
goes on day and overnight trips for white water 
canoeing, mountain hiking, bicycling, winter 
camping, skiing, orienteering, and_ rock 
climbing. The club has been a tremendous 
success and there are always more students 
than the club can accommodate. 

A second exciting development this year has 
been the organization of the Rocket Club. The 
purpose of this club is that students discover 
the fundamentals of aerodynamics through 
“hands-on” experience. Forty members have 
participated, built and launched a variety of 
model rockets. They now look forward to 
original designing and subsequent contests. 
The club is enjoying a snowballing success. 

The year, in general, has been noteworthy for 
progress in upgrading the Home Economics, 
the Industrial Arts Department and the media 
center; also in liberalizing and changing some 
of the grouping practices. The faculty remains 
committed to the well-being of students, and 
invites townspeople to visit freely in order to 
promote better understanding between com- 
munity and school. 


WEST JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


This past year has been both extremely con- 
structive while at the same time a frustrating 
time at West Junior High School. Bright, 
shining faces and youthful enthusiasm in 
September, accompanied by new courses and 
programs, along with plans for reorganization 
of both our curriculum and grade structure, 
created excitement and enthusiasm among 
faculty and students alike. 

The uncertainty of the future, particularly 
with regard to our local building program which 
would enable us to plan for reorganization to a 
middle school, produced frustration for those 
who were anxious to begin planning and 
organizing for a “legitimate middle school 
program” to become operative in September, 
1976. 

Perhaps the major decision to emerge after a 
year of researching, studying and discussing 
the proposed conversion to a three-year middle 
school, was to press ahead with implemen- 
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tation of a middie school philosophy, 
regardless of our future grade structure (6-7-8 
or 7-8-9). 

Two new academic courses were introduced 
in 1974 at the ninth grade level, and both as a 
result of summer study funded by Research and 
Development money. Consumer Education 
presents an opportunity for students to learn 
intelligent methods of purchasing everyday 
goods and services in order to obtain more 
suitable merchandise for their dollars. This 
course had particular implication in light of the 
current rate of spiraling inflation. 

Individualized Mathematics is a course 
developed for those math students who are 
unable to function at the upper levels of their 
individual ability within the constraints of a 
traditional classroom situation. The immediate 
goal of the program is to encourage students to 
progress at their own pace without the threat of 
falling behind the rest of the class and incurring 


subsequent failing grades in the course. 

A group of teachers, with the direction and 
encouragement of our Guidance Department, 
also organized a Rap Room at West. Faculty 
volunteers received extensive training as 
counselors and scheduled themselves into the 
Rap Room where they were available to 
students during their free time. 


With the addition of several new female 


faculty there was also a dramatic increase in 
the quantity and quality of offerings in intra- 
mural and interscholastic sports for girls. Field 
hockey, basketball, gymnastics, and softball 
were made available to all girls in grades 7-9. 
With the completion of the new courts at West, 
tennis now becomes an integral part of both the 
physical education and intramural programs. 


SUMMER ENRICHMENT PROGRAM 


Once again the Walpole Summer Enrichment 
Program concluded by exceeding our expec- 
tations both in growth and overall response 
from townspeople. 

It is becoming increasingly evident that the 
most profitable return on our educational 
investment is year-round utilization § of 
professional staff and school facilities. We 
know that it is imperative that an atmosphere 
conducive to a continuity of intellectual and 
social growth be provided throughout the 
normal summer “vacation”. 

Our school department has kept pace with 
that philosophy by making available one of its 
most modern and best equipped buildings for 
the Enrichment Program. It also set aside 
sufficient funds so that nineteen teachers and 
three aides could be hired in order to implement 
the program. 

All classes, grade K thru 12, were held at 
West Jr. High. This was done because of the 
maximum flexibility that this building affords. 
It has facilities for elementary students in 
academic areas as well as shop, home 
economics and gymnastics. Needless to say, 
the more varied the offerings the more 
meaningful the program both psychologically 
and educationally to the largest number of 
students. 

Classes were offered over a four hour period 
from 8 a.m. to 12 noon. Students could elect 
from a list of 44 one hour classes or from a list 
of 6 112 hour classes. Courses could be taken 
on one of three levels; make-up, enrichment or 
remedial. Make-up classes were almost 
completely restricted to high school students 
who had failed during the school year. This 
group comprised a small minority of the 
student population. Remedial classes extended 
throughout the elementary grades and for the 
first time included a group of pre-first grades 
who were recommended by their teachers to 
take a school readiness course. 
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Enrichment courses were once again the 
mainstay of the program. The offerings varied 
from lower grade puppetry, gymnastics, home 


economics to upper grade courses in 
photography, aviation, field biology, etc. 
The positive response through increased 


number of students and subscriptions this year 
was most gratifying. Our registration figure this 
year is 532. The overall number of students 
exceeded four hundred. 


The people of Walpole can be assured that 
the quality of our “74 Enrichment Program” met 
all of the requirements of the school 
department’s intentions. Due to the over- 
whelming increase in enrollment this year it is 
evident that the students have been impressed 
by our past performances and are continuing to 
show faith in our ideals. 


ADULT EDUCATION 
(1973-74) 


During the past year, the Adult Education 
Program once again was received very enthu- 
siastically by Walpole residents. The most 
popular courses have always been of the arts 
and crafts variety, such as Holiday Decorations, 


Decorative Crafts, Painting, Sewing, and 
Sculpturing. Some of the newer courses 
introduced included Secretarial Office Pro- 


cedures, Estates and Trusts, Public Speaking, 
Household Repairs, and Ball Room Dancing. 
During the year 833 residents enrolled in 39 
classes. 

The program is open to all residents of 
Walpole who have reached the age of 17. There 
is a registration fee of $5.00 for a 10 week 
course. There is no charge for residents 65 
years of age and over.

TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


After several years of necessary planning, the 
residents of Walpole can finally see visible 
progress regarding vocational-technical edu- 
cational opportunities in our area. The major 
preliminary steps required prior to actual con- 
struction have been accomplished during the 
year 1974. 

In late January, this committee appointed 
Kenneth F. Custy as Superintendent-Director, 
the first full-time staff position. He has had 
considerable experience in the planning for and 
administration of two other regional vocational 
schools. His first task was to conduct Surveys, 
industrial and educational, throughout the 
district Communities in an effort to identify 
program and enrollment needs. 

In May, upon the recommendation of the 
Architect & Site Sub-Committee, this school 
district entered into contract with Day & 
Zimmerman Associates of Philadelphia, Pa., 
who immediately commenced preliminary 
design planning. 

A sixty-acre site in the Town of Franklin was 
selected in August after serious consideration 
of five other potential sites. It is in the area 
referred to as Bright Hiil and is close to the 
intersection of Routes 495 and 140. The site 
offers ready access to sewerage and all 
utilities. 

In September, the Town of Seekonk was 
officially accepted into the Tri-County Regional 
School District. This was a result of a vote of 
acceptance by the then eight member com- 
munities and necessitated a reapportionment 
of all costs, current and projected. William J. 
Drohan, Jr. was appointed as the Seekonk 
member of this committee. 

The bond issue election was held in each of 
the nine towns on October 30, and this 
committee was authorized to incur debt up to 
fifteen million dollars for the purpose of con- 
structing and equipping the Tri-County 
Regional Vocational Technical High School. A 
second article requesting the sum of six 
hundred thousand dollars for the purpose of 
including a swimming pool was turned down. 
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During all of this time the educational speci- 
fications were being developed. It was decided 
that the school will serve fifteen hundred day 
students, and the following full time programs 
were planned:

In addition, it is the committee’s intent to 
provide evening adult programs in three general 
categories: trade extension, trade preparatory 
and practical arts. 

Recognizing that such important educational 
planning is best served by the participation of 
many knowledgeable residents, various com- 
mittees have been established to actively 
engage in such planning. At this writing, one 


hundred and eight advisory committee 
members have been enlisted to assist in the 
planning for equipment and _ layout in 


twenty-three trade training programs. The 
Superintendent of Schools in each of the nine 
communities have established a Superin- 
tendent’s Advisory Council to work with our 
Superintendent-Director for the purpose of co- 
ordinating career development programs at all 
grade levels. Some employment and personnel 


managers in the area have already com- 
municated with us regarding possible student 
cooperative and/or work-experience programs. 
Such interest and enthusiasm has been, to say 
the least, encouraging and we are indeed 


PUBLIC 


The Board of Library Trustees underwent a 
major change in 1974 with the retirements (from 
the library) of Dorothy Spear and Geoffrey 
Plunkett, each of whom had served long terms 
as trustees with distinction; Mrs. Spear since 
1938 and Mr. Plunkett from 1951. Mrs. Spear’s 
36 year service record is the longest of any 
trustee in the library’s history. Linda Gilmore 
and Kathleen O’Halloran were elected to 
succeed them in the May elections. 

Another kind of service was added to the 
Main Library in 1974: a circulating collection of 
25 art reproductions of subjects ranging 
through sea and land scapes, flowers and 
people to a group of Bicentennial scenes of 
familiar Boston landmarks: Fanueil Hall, 
Bunker Hill, Old Ironsides, Park Street Church 
and Old North Church. These pictures have 
been very well received and their popularity is 
attested to by the fact that only two or three 
ever seem to be in the library at the same time, 
and ways of expanding the collection are being 
explored. 

This brings to nine the various types of 
material stocked in the library: books, 
magazines, newspapers, pamphlets, microfilm, 
recordings (disc and cassette), movies (8mm 
for home viewing) and now, framed works of 
art.

library’s first headquarters. Also in connection 
with the town bicentennial celebration, the 
Main Library display case housed an exhibit of 
items relating to its own history - most of them 
borrowed from the Historical Society. 
Incidentally, the library’s 100th anniversary 
occurs in March 1976. 

In children’s activities, the winter series of 
story hours in the Main Library was conducted 
by two pages: Lorraine Gray and Sharon 
Benson. The theme of the annual summer 
reading club was “Frog Jumping Contest” 
between the two teams of Spotted Frogs and 
Striped Frogs, which impelled 415 children to 
read a total of 4,700 books in this traditional 
program designed to encourage children to 
read for enjoyment. 

In June, a meeting of the Sandwich Club, a 
group of children’s librarians, was held at the 
East Walpole Branch Library. 

Walpole’s library resources continue to be 
supplemented with deposit books from the 
Eastern Regional Library System and specific 
items on interlibrary loan. A daily truck delivery 
service from the subregional headquarters 
library in Quincy speeded things up 
considerably and Walpole borrowers’ benefits 
from interlibrary loans almost tripled those of 
1973. Many of the items borrowed under this 
program were 16mm films which otherwise 
would not be available at the library at all.

PLANNING BOARD 


In the year 1974, the Planning Board, in 
addition to its regular meetings held on the 
second and fourth Thursdays of each month, 
held several special meetings for the revision of 
the Rules and Regulations governing the sub- 
division of land. The work on these revisions 
will be completed in the early part of 1975 and 
new booklets will be printed and made available 
at that time. 

The regular meetings of the Board covered 
such functions as the signing of plans which do 
not require approval under subdivision control 
law; the holding of public hearings for sub- 
divisions, zoning changes and scenic roads; 
approval of four definitive plans with a total of 
78 more lots; recommendations to the Board of 
Appeal on site plans; and discussions with 
various boards and commissions for the future 


planning of land in the town. 

The Board is pleased to report that three 
subdivisions have been completed since the 
last Annual Town Meeting in 1974, and the 
acceptance of these roads will be asked at the 
upcoming Annual Town Meeting. 

This past year, Mrs. Barbara J. Lawless has 
represented the Board on the Zoning By-law 
Study Committee, Mr. Robert B. Boyd, Jr. is 


our Massachusetts Area Planning Council 
representative, and Mr. John P. Dwyer 
represents us on the Capital Budget 
Committee. 


The meetings of the Planning Board are open 
to the public and an invitation is extended to all 
citizens to attend in order that they may 
become more cognizant of the duties and 
functions of the board they elected.

The Personnel Board was established in 1954 
to administer the Classification and Wage and 
Salary plan, set up under Town By-Law. 

The basic responsibility of the Board is to 
develop a program which encompasses wages 
and salaries, fringe benefits, job descriptions 
and the review of specific personnel needs of 
town departments and employees, except 
those specifically exempted. 

The Board has been designated by the Board 
of Selectmen to negotiate the Police 
Association Contract. 

Mr. Robert MacDonald was appointed by the 


Town Moderator to fill a vacancy on the Board. 

During the year the Board has met with many 
department heads, committees and boards 
regarding town personnel matters. More than 
100 merit increases and new hires were 
reviewed by the Board. 

The regular meetings of the Personnel Board 
are held on the first and third Mondays of each 
month. These meetings are open to the public. 

The Board wishes to thank Department 
Heads, Governing Boards and employees for 
their consideration and cooperation throughout 
the year. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCING 
AUTHORITY 


During the summer, a request was received 
from John D. Murphy regarding construction of 
a plant or property located on Route 1. The 
building was planned to provide for light 
industry. This request was considered and Mr. 
Murphy was advised to present his request in 
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more detailed form. Word was received from 
the Damon Corporation that due to the changes 
in the economy, plans for construction and 
financing in Walpole at this time had been 
shelved. 


SEWER & WATER COMMISSION 


The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was established in 1973 by virtue of the “new” 
Town Charter. This Commission consists of 
three members elected to three-year over- 
lapping terms so that one Commissioner is 
elected each year. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
are the overseers of the Water Department and 
the Sewer Department. We also are the over- 
seers of all work done in the areas of sewer, 
water, and drainage under various articles 
approved by Town Meeting whether performed 
by Town forces or under contracts. Therefore, 
we are responsible for the budgets of these 
departments as well as all funds to be 
expended from those articles. In the course of 
our duties we resolve all problems pertaining to 
sewer, water, and drainage brought to us by 
people of the Town. Also, we review policies 
and rules & regulations pertaining to sewer, 
water, and drainage. 

The year 1974 proved to be a very busy one 
for this Board with weekly meetings throughout 
the year. We feel that much was accomplished 
in 1974 although the effects of these 
accomplishments will not be realized until 
completion of the contracts now in progress - 
when the water treatment plant, new stand- 
pipes, etc. are “on line” and operating. We 
submit here a brief outline of the work 
accomplished during 1974: 

1. Under the $2% million Water Improvement 
Program, most of the contracts are in progress. 
Some of these contracts are already 
completed; and, the others are well under way. 

2. In addition to the Water Improvement 
Program, 3000 I|.f. of water mains were 
installed. Also engineering work has been done 
to survey and design other water mains as per 
1974 Annual Town Meeting. 

3. Over 11,000 |.f. of sanitary sewers were 
installed. 

4. Various drainage projects were completed. 


5. The Board reviewed countless issues 
brought to our attention by town officials, 
contractors, and private citizens. 

6. The Board adopted a Master Metering 
Policy. Details on this policy are available in the 
Water Department office. 

Currently, we are compiling statistics from 
the survey on sewer usage. We wish to express 
our gratitude for your overwhelming response 
in returning the questionnaires. The informa- 
tion gained from these questionnaires will be 
utilized by this Board in matters to be decided 


by us in 1975. 

Also, we are currently working on revising 
the rules & regulations for the Water 
Department. 


Long Range Goals: 

We are now midstream in a $2% million 
Water Improvement Program. A major goal is to 
see the completion of the work in 1975 in order 
to provide all residents with good quality water. 


We will complete revising the rules & 
regulations for the Water Department soon, 
then will begin on the Sewer Department rules 
& regulations. So, another of our goals is to 
have copies of these updated rules & 
regulations printed and distributed. 

Since only a fraction of Walpole is now 
sewered, another major goal is to continue 
installation of sanitary sewer lines in Town. 


Also, drainage problems are rampant in 
certain areas of Town. So, we will try to remedy 
these problems as far as dollars will allow. 
Also, we will try to prevent further drainage 
problems through close scrutiny of plans which 
are now being submitted to us. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
- Roger M. Lamothe, Edward J. Delaney, clerk, 
and Walter J. Shea, chairman - express our 
appreciation for the cooperation received from 
the various town agencies as well as the Town 
Administrator, and various other town officials 
during the course of the year. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Walpole Housing Authority held twelve 
scheduled meetings during 1974. The Authority 
is responsible for the operation and supervision 
of the state-aided low income housing for the 
elderly project at Neponset View Terrace, 
Walpole. This eight building complex consists 
of sixty-four apartments and a Community 
Building for the use of the tenants for 
recreation. 

The average monthly rental for the sixty-four 
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units as shown in the most recent state audit 
was $55.18. 

Site selection for a second low income 
elderly housing project was of major concern to 
the Housing Authority during 1974. At years’ 
end anumber of possible sites were under con- 
sideration, and it is hoped that progress toward 
additional housing will be made during 1975. 
The Authority currently has a waiting list of 153 
persons interested in this housing program. 


The membership of the Board underwent two 
changes during 1974. Louis P. Camelio was 
elected to the Authority at the annual town 
elections held in May, replacing Mrs. Thelma 
DeRosa who had served as a member of the 
Board for five years. The Board wishes to thank 
Mrs. DeRosa for her years of service. _ 


In November, Mr. Robert F. Rodowsky, who 
had been an _ Authority member — since 


September, 1968, tendered his resignation 
since his family was in the process of moving 
to New Hampshire. Mr. Rodowsky is a former 
Chairman of the Authority and was a very active 
participant of the Board during the construction 
of the present elderly project. Mr. Rodowsky’s 
efforts on behalf of the Elderly Housing 
Program are very much appreciated, and the 
Board wishes to extend its thanks to him. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


The Industrial Commission concerns itself 
with the development and promotion of all the 
economic resources of the community. It 
strives for economic development encom- 
passing the maintenance of a proper balance 
among the residential, commercial, industrial, 
and municipal growth elements of the 
community. 

Since many firms and developers seeking 
land in the Walpole area in recent years have 
been interested only in the Route 1 - I-95 area, 
the Industrial Commission introduced an article 
in the 1974 Annual Town Meeting requesting 
the rezoning of 100.4 acres in the Route 1-l-95 
area from Residence A to Limited Manu- 
facturing. Since all of the land recently rezoned 
in this area has been sold, the Commission felt 
that the rezoning of this land was in the best 
interest of the town in maintaining a proper 
balance between taxes paid by business and 
industry and the homeowner. Despite favorable 
recommendations from the Planning Board, the 
Board of Selectmen, the Appropriations Com- 
mittee and the Chamber of Commerce, the 
article failed to gain the required two-thirds 
vote. 

The data collection phase of the Com- 
mission’s survey on the status of all Limited 
Manufacturing and Industrial zoned land was 
completed during 1974. The project will be 
concluded in early 1975 with the cataloging and 
cross referencing of all Limited Manufacturing 
and Industrial zoned land in Walpole by site 
area, Current usage and Saleability. 

The year 1974 marked the grand opening of 
the Allen Associates Walpole Mall and the 
beginning of construction on the Flatley 
Company condominium complex. Both of 
these developments should make significant 
contributions toward stabilizing the town’s tax 
rate. A very high percentage of the personnel 


employed in the Walpole Mall are drawn from 
Walpole’s population. Other major develop- 
ments completed in 1974 include a store and 
office building on Main Street and a mini-plaza 
at Route 1 & 27. An addition to Bird Machine 
Company was also started in 1974 and is 
scheduled for completion in 1975. 


The Commission was disappointed to receive 
notice from the Damon Corporation in July, 
that due to the divestiture of certain operations 
of the Company, plans for the development of 
the 62.3 acre Wirth property would be 
postponed. 

Meetings were held during the year with 
representatives of the Planning Board and the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council regarding 
the possibility of an in-depth study of the 
economic growth of the town and its industrial 
development problems. The Commission 
Members attended many other meetings and 
hearings related to zoning and _ business 
expansion and provided assistance in seeking 
potential sites for many businesses wishing to 
locate in Walpole and for local firms desiring 
Suitable areas for expansion. 


The Commission wishes’ to _ publicly 
acknowledge its deep appreciation to Guy 
Giampapa for his ten years of active service in 
promoting and developing the objectives and 
programs of the Industrial Commission and it 
was with regret that we accepted his 
resignation in April 1974. 

The Commission looks forward to developing 
whatever opportunities may arise in 1975 to 
further the economic growth of the town, but it 
is not overly optimistic of the possibilities due 
to the very limited amount of desirable and 
saleable Industrial or Limited Manufacturing 
zoned land remaining in Walpole. 


PERMANENT BUILDING COMMITTEE 


This Committee was created by an addition 
to the Town By-Law in June of 1972; and was 
given the responsibility for construction of 
additions and new municipal buildings within 
the Town. 


Town 


On March 18, 1974, this Committee was 
given its first responsibility. On that date, the 
Meeting members’ entrusted this 
Committee with $500,000 and directed it to 


translate a set of educational specifications for 
a four-year high school into working plans for 
an addition-alterations to the existing senior 
high school. 


At the outset, this Committee established a 
goal of having its assignment completed and 
placing the project out for bids before the close 
of 1974. This schedule would enable the school 
project, if accepted by the Town Meeting, to be 
substantially completed by September of 1976. 

In order to meet the schedule, an architect 
had to be selected by May 15th. The Committee 
initially reviewed the qualifications of the 88 
architects that the School Committee had 
considered for the feasibility study of the high 
school project. From that list, three architects 
were invited for personal interviews. The 
Committee visited their schools, examined 
their references, and finally determined to 
retain Russell, Gibson & VanDolan. 

With the Architects now committed, the 
plans began to take shape. Schoo! Department 
Heads were consulted, as well as State 
agencies. The expertise of officials within the 
Town of Walpole were drawn upon. By June 
20th, preliminary plans were finished and a 
meeting of all Town Boards, and involved 
officials, was held on June 27th. Their analysis 
and comments were sought before the next 
phase of the project began. 

With the additional information available, a 
more detailed set of plans was then prepared. A 
sub-committee composed of Messrs. Fucile, 
Conti and Wild - all engineers, scrutinized 
these plans in efforts to find any cost savings 
possible. By August 21st, the plans were frozen 
and final working drawings begun. 

Through September and October, there was 
constant analysis of these plans by the 
Committee and as they approached completion, 


a meeting with all Town officials was called to 
explain the estimated costs of the project - and 
to describe in detail every aspect of the plans. 
Final approval was given to these plans by our 
Committee during the first week in November. 
The project then went out for bids on November 
g Fis 


On December 19, the Committee reported to 
a special Town Meeting that their charge had 
been completed. The specifications that 
expanded the three-year high school with a 
rated capacity for 800 students into a four-year 
high school with a capacity for 1,600 students 
had been translated into final plans - and bids 
had been secured that were guaranteed by 
performance bonds. The construction costs of 
the entire project would be $12,215,000. with 
guaranteed reimbursement from the State of 
65% of the construction and borrowing costs. 
The Committee estimated that the total cost to 
the Town over twenty-years would be 5.64 
million dollars. While a simple majority of the 
voting members endorsed the project, it never- 
theless was not accepted since it did not carry 
by two-thirds of majority - as required by law. 


The Town Meeting then by resolution 
requested this Committee to work with the 
School Committee to prepare modified plans at 
a lesser cost. As the year 1974 came to aclose, 
the Committee was using its best efforts to 
fulfill the resolution of the Town Meeting 
Members. 


The membership of the Permanent Building 
Committee has remained intact since its 
inception. This Committee is composed of: 
John P. Connor, Jr., Chairman; Ronald A. 
Fucile, Vice Chairman; Robert Tryon, Clerk; 
Anthony Bruno, Peter Conti, Russell McNeil, 
Phillip Wild; and Superintendent of Schools, 
John MacDonald, ex officio member. 


ZONING BY-LAW STUDY COMMITTEE 


In July, the Zoning By-Law Study Committee 
was re-activated by the Board of Selectmen and 
has been meeting regularly on Monday 
evenings. The Committee has given special 


attention to buffer zones, multi-family housing, 
open and covered storage, the flood plain zone, 
and signs and will make its report to the Annual 
Town Meeting. 


PERMANENT ADVISORY BUILDING 
MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 


The Permanent Advisory Building Main- 
tenance Committee makes an inspection each 
fall of all public buildings, schools, parks and 
playgrounds. It then makes detailed recom- 
mendations, including cost estimates, to the 
Board of Selectmen and through them to the 
Finance Committee, for the maintenance and 
improvement of the various properties. 

The comittee is helped in its work by various 
town officials and departments; the town 


administrator, the building repair department 
foreman, the school department, the library 
trustees, the recreation committee and others. 

The amount recommended to be spent for 
proper upkeep during the next fiscal year, July 
1, 1975 to June 30, 1976 is $296,924.00. As in 
past years, much of the total will be spent on 
schools. The work budgeted for the eighteen 
month fiscal year 1973-1974 was completed, 
and it is expected that the work budgeted for 
fiscal 1974-1975 will be completed on schedule. 


Ge inances 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Once again the Town and the Finance 
Committee have been confronted with a 
number of difficult issues. The year saw the 
approval of a permanent fire department, the 
continuation of extensive water and sewer 
improvements in keeping with the Town’s 
Master Plan, and finally a great debate on the 
two school issues - the teacher’s contract and 
the high school addition/renovation. 


The Committee provided advisory service to 
six Special Town Meetings as well as the 
Annual Town Meeting. It appears that this high 
level of activity will be the rule rather than the 
exception in the future as the Town grows 
larger both in terms of population and com- 
munity needs. 


Meanwhile that countering force, the tax 
burden on Walpole property owners, continues 
to demand that we carefully assess our 
priorities. As ameans of meeting this challenge 
we remain committed to the implementation of 
the Town’s financial information system, the 
initiation of which we sponsored in 1973. Only 
through more _ sophisticated financial and 
administrative controls can Walpole hope to 
plan and direct its fiscal affairs. 


It must be stated here, however, that equal 
energies must be applied in the State House to 


obtain relief from the property tax - a regressive 
tax that is relied upon much too heavily. It is 
the aim of this Committee to take some first 
steps in this direction in 1975 through local 
representatives and State municipal govern- 
ment associations. 


Our major objective for 1975 is to find ways 

to stop or at least impede the advancement of 
our tax rate while maintaining Town functions 
and services on a priority basis. This task is 
impressive in the face of inflation, high energy 
costs, State enforcement of 100% valuation 
and possible cutbacks in State and Federal 
assistance. We may find that certain desirable 
but discretionary services will have to be 
reduced in scope or even eliminated. 
These circumstances make the process of 
assigning priorities crucial, requiring careful 
thought and discussion by all citizens and 
officials. 

The Committee wishes to thank former 
members Mary Ann_ Boragine, Marjorie 
Smeltzer and William Robinson for the valuable 
services they rendered during their tenure. 
Special thanks are extended to Paul Nolan and 
Evan Spear, who offered insights that only 
many years of community service can provide. 
Their resignations were accepted with regret. 


THE CAPITAL BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Capital Budget Committee attempted to 
extract the detailed information necessary to 
make recommendations to the Town Meeting 
and Appropriations Committee. 

Since the Committee was new and due to its 
own limitations, the input it generated was of 


mediocre quality. 

The Committee was a total failure in that it 
was unable to influence decisions at Town 
Meeting. 

A great deal of effort must ensue to make this 
Committee function in this most important job.

Any regular employee whose employment is terminated after June 1 in any year by dismissal without just cause, or by 
resignation or death without having taken vacation to which he is entitled, he, or in case of death, his estate, shall be paid 
in lieu of such vacation an amount equal to one full day’s pay at his regular rate for each day of unused vacation. Any 
employee dismissed for just cause shall not be eligible to receive any terminal pay.

CABLE TELEVISION 
INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE 


July 17, 1974 


Near the first of this year the Board of 
Selectmen appointed a Cable Television (CATV) 
Investigation Committee. The purpose of this 
Committee was to determine the assets and 
liabilities of CATV to the Town of Walpole, 
investigate the results other towns in the area 
have experienced with CATV, and to make a 
recommendation regarding the Town’s future 
CATV activities. 


What is CATV: 

Simply stated, CATV is a system where a 
giant antenna is built high into the air to receive 
TV signals. These signals are electronically 
cleaned and amplified for greater clarity, and 
delivered through a coaxial cable directly to the 
homes subscribing to CATV. The individual 
homes that subscribe to this service usually 
pay an initial installation fee of around $20.00, 


plus a monthly fee that averages $5.50 
nationally. 

CATV Ownership: 

Over 90% of the CATV companies are 


privately owned. There are a few cities which 
have organized their own cable television 
companies. Significantly large dollar invest- 
ments are required if the town wanted to own 
their own facility. Costs for antennas, 
electronic equipment, cameras, administrators, 
technicians, and other costs probably make 
this arrangement prohibitive for Walpole. 

Citizens’ Cable Advisory Committee: 

The State requires that a “Citizens’ Cable 
Advisory Committee” be appointed by the 
Selectmen after they have decided to begin the 
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formal licensing process. There are various 
requirements regarding the membership of this 
committee. The purpose of the committee is to 
act as liaison between the issuing authority and 
the community and to implement a multitude of 
requirements in the process of setting up a 
cable television function. 


Cable Television Companies: 

There are a number of different companies 
around the country selling their cable television 
abilities. In recent times, a number of these 
have become financially unstable. As a result, 
they are either withdrawing from the business 


or are no. longer soliciting additional 
subscribers. 
Generally speaking, it would not be 


profitable for a company to come into a town 
the size of Walpole. They could not generate 
enough subscribers to make a profit. Thus, 
their interest in Walpole would be only if they 
were able to sell their program to contingent 
communities and thus build one large network. 
At this time, the only town contingent with 
Walpole that has CATV is Foxboro. They are 
being serviced by one of the larger and more 
successful national companies, Warner Com- 
munications. However, very few subscribers 
have signed up in Foxboro and we suspect that 
Warner is taking a substantial financial loss on 
this operation. Furthermore, there has been 
considerable dissatisfaction by the people in 
Foxboro regarding their cable television 
services.

The Committee telephoned a number of the 
towns that now have CATV and asked them 
about their costs, satisfaction, etc. The report 
is as follows: 

Malden: They use Warner Communications 
and have had Cable Television for about two 
years. They have more local shows than the 
typical town, including kid’s shows, town 
elections, etc. They have good local 
programming because they have a studio to do 
their own production. They report occasional 
equipment failure. They have 5,000 subscribers 
out of a population of 55,000 and 20,000 
homes. 

They generally liked their arrangement. They 
have a $5.00 monthly service charge to the 
homes. 

Medford: They use Warner Communications 
and have had them for about two years. We 
talked to the Town Clerk. Their monthly charge 
is $4.95 and they have a $15.00 installation 
charge. They list the advantages of the system 
as being better reception and the availability of 
local broadcast shows such as town meetings. 

Everett: They have had cable television for 
two years. Kevin Dunn, Clerk, indicated they 
had better reception than before. They have 
good local programming and cover things such 
as high school sports games, news, weather. 
Their monthly service charge is $5.00. 

Somerville: Mr. Bloom, the Attorney who 
handles the CATV contract for the City, was 
contacted at the City Solicitors Office. They 
have had CATV only since December, 1973. 
Warner Communications is the franchisee. 
Approximately 25% to 30% of their 21,000 
dwelling units are plugged into CATV. The only 
advantage is better reception and clarity on the 
regular TV channels. There are major dis- 
advantages to the system according to Mr. 
Bloom. Warner Cable is most uncooperative. 
They are unwilling to put in more channels, 
claiming that non-broadcast costs too much 
money. Somerville is not at all satisfied with 
their CATV arrangement. Mr. Bloom stated that 
Warner’s license calls for a tremendous amount 
of community broadcasting, and this has not 
been forthcoming. Somerville may revoke the 
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license or may opt for a non-profit community 
ownership or municipal control. 

Auburn: Mr. Barry was the individual 
contacted at the Town Hall. Scant information 
was obtained. Auburn has had CATV for about 
a year; the franchisee is TelePrompTer. About 
5% of the homes use it. Only regular TV is 
received over CATV. Mr. Barry would not state 
any advantages or disadvantages, but did say 
no objections had come to his attention. 

Oxford: Janice Moore, Clerk to the Board of 
Selectmen, stated that the Town had had cable 
television since August 1971. TelePrompTer, 
originally Parker Cable, was the franchisee. It is 
limited to only 15 customers in town. She did 
perceive CATV as areal public service, if it ever 
gets started. As yet, however, it is not in the 
center of town. Initially, Oxford was satisfied 
with their arrangement, but now has serious 
reservations. Mrs. Moore has grave doubts 
regarding their performance to date and in the 
future. 


Amherst: Mrs. Bonnie Isman is currently a 
member of a committee studying CATV in the 
town. The license was approved in 1967 with 
the Pioneer Valley Cablevision Inc. As of 
December 1973, 2,696 homes (or approx. 20% 
of the town’s population of 13,550 not including 
students) have CATV. There are 12 channels 
now available. One channel is used for 
educational institutions in the town, including 
the high school and Hampshire College. The 
town would like to see the service expanded 
and a broader range of viewing. 

A committee is asking for a performance 
record from Pioneer Valley Cablevision Inc. 
Two years ago, the town did request that the 
Bruins’ games be televised and this has been 
accomplished. The town is not satisfied with 
their CATV arrangement primarily due to 
confusion in scheduling among the people, 
channel, and town. At the present time, there is 
neither a complaint procedure, nor an 
arbitration body. The committee is looking into 
the possibility of another franchisee. They also 
wish to expand to at least 20 channels as their 
town feels it can make more use of CATV than it 
does now, having access to only one channel 
for its own use. 

What are the advantages of CATV: 

Clear television reception and additional TV 
channels are the primary advantages. Some- 
times specialty channels and programs can be 
made available such as time and weather 
channels, 24-hour news’ programs, stock 
market reports and locally-originated programs. 
Other potential new services, now only in an 
experimental stage (although claimed to be 
viable by some of the CATV companies) include 


fire and burglar alarm systems, emergency use 
advantages by the Police Dept., and specialty 
educational devices for use by the school 
system. 

Does CATV offer advantages to Walpole? 


1. Clearer Reception: 

This is one of the major advantages of cable 
television. This is an important advantage to 
rural areas in the western part of the state that 
are long distances from television stations or 
where mountains interfere with signals. This is 
also an advantage in cities where tall buildings 
and other structures interfere with signals. 
However, the geographical location of Walpole 
results in better than average television 
reception by most of its inhabitants. Further- 
more, if a particular area in town were having 
reception problems, it would be cheaper for 
these homes to buy arotary antenna and mount 
it on the roof than it would be to subscribe to 
CATV; and the reception would be nearly 
comparable. 


2. Extra Channels: 

Because of Walpole’s unique position, 
approximately half way between Boston and 
Providence, the town receives significantly 
more television channels than the typical town 
in Massachusetts. Also, Boston is unique in 
having one of the best educational television 
channels in the country (Channel 2). Thus, 
additional channels through the use of CATV 
would not be a great asset. 

_ 3. Availability of Special Programs: 

The claim is usually made by the CATV 
companies that local sporting events (high 
school football games), things of local interest 


(Selectmen’s meetings), and related activities 
could be broadcast directly into the home. 
Generally speaking, most of the towns that we 
contacted found that this promise did not come 
true. Most were disappointed with the 
availability of home-generated _ television 
shows. Special equipment, studios, and 
technicians are required to implement these 
local programs. Furthermore, FCC Regulations 
require that a certain amount of time must be 
devoted to minority groups, etc. This frequently 
causes much political in-fighting within the 
town and has discouraged some of the towns in 
their attempted application of local programs. 

It is the opinion of this Committee that there 
are no substantial advantages in cable tele- 
vision for the Town of Walpole at this time. 


Recommendation: 

The CATV industry has made significant 
strides over the past decade and many new 
communities have engaged in CATV facilities. 
However, there appears to be a hiatus in the 
expansion of CATV at this time while the 
industry consolidates its gains. A slow-down in 
activities that will help the industry to get their 
financial house in order and perhaps untangle 
some of the legal complications that have 
resulted during a period of rapid expansion is, 
in Our opinion, welcome. 


We recommend that Walpole avoid involve- 
ment in CATV at least for the next two or three 
years. During this time the stronger and better- 
managed CATV companies will probably 
survive and come to the surface.
